FOURTH. 

Tiie night before the Fourth is always 
dreaded by older people and welcomed 
with enthusiasm by the boys, and thin 
year th,e noise began at dusk on Monday 
and was kept up without much inter- 
mission until daylight. 

Tbe centre of disturbance seemed to 
be on the nortli side of the track, and 
crowds were gathered in Nonantum. 
square, and at various other points, witrx 
horns, fire crackers and pistols and but 
little sleep was possible. 

About midnight a crowd of men ira 
linen dusters and tall bats formed a pro- 
cession ami marched through tbe streets^ 
firing revolvers at street lamps, carrying 
off gates and signs and making a good- 
deal of noise. Many of them seemed to- 
be far from sober, which may have ac- 
counted for the profanity and loud talk- 
ing, and the residents along the route 
were more or less terrified by the reck- 
less shooting. 

A bull t was fired into John Flood's- 
bouse and lodged in the wall over a bed, 
whose occupant had a narrow escape. 

Mr. S.D. Whittemore’s cows on Hunne- 
weil bill were barbarously treated byr 
some candidates for state prison. One* 
cow had her tail cut off about eight 
inches from the body; another cow had 
several inches of her tail cut off, and an- 
other animal was badly cut with a knife,. 
The cows were also turned loose and did 
great damage to the lawn, and to some- 
rare plants. Mr. W. B. Whittier had a. 
horse so badly injured that it died. 

On Tremont street, at the Boston line. 
tbe fences were pulled up and placed, 
across tbe street, completely blocking it,. 

The stone wall in front of the Esta- 
brook house on Thornton street wa* 
blown down, some sort of explosive 
probably being used. 

Two men eugaged in a fight in Nonan- 
tum square, and pounded each other 
severely, the crowd applauding till tbe 
combatants got tired. 

The handsome sign just put out by 
Delaney, Leland & Hewitt, horse-sboers, 
disappeared during the night. Jee Kee'E- 
stgn is also musing. 

An effigy of Officer Taafe was dressed 
up aud drawu about tbe streets in a 
sulky, out of compliment to that officer’s 
efficiency in tlie discharge of bis duties. 

Iu Newtonville, tbe youthful revellers 
who sought to usher in Independence 
Day with the proper amount of noise 
contented themselves. generally speaking, 
with that phase of supposed amusement. 

There were those, however, who could 
not seem to derive sufficient pleasure- 
from the simple rack- : ' trackers* 

fire arras and tin horns and who experi- 
mented for variety sake with dynamite' 
cartridges. One was placed on the mile 
stone opposite the depot, and tbe jar of 
tbe explosion shattered three wiudowa 
in the station. The direct effect was 13 
blowing off tbe upper section of the 1 
granite post and knocking a section of 
the B. «1* A. fence along the line of Mr. 
Allen’s estate into fragments. 

Another of the dynamite cartridges; 
was placed on a pile of granite posts ii 
the driveway, adjoining Ola din's block. 
One of these sotiu stones was crumbled 
into powder. A section of stotie feuce 
on the Page estate, Watertown street, 
was blown out, indications pointing tc 
tbe use of dynamite, probably iu the 
form of a cartridge. A ?ection of wood- 
en fence ou tbe Page estate was also torn 
down. The police auo others entertain 
the theory that the cartridges employed 
iu the cases cited were some of those 
stolen last week from Contractor Mul- 
doon. They w'ere stored in a chest id a 
barn iu Newton Centre. It the suspicion 
is well founded, it would be fortunate, 
indeed, if tbe parties who used them 
could be brought to a realizing sense of 
the grave danger attending tbe employ- 
ment of such a destructive explosive. 
Pieces of rock hurled through the air 
might easily main or kill several persons: 
and the extent of the destruction of 
property can hardly be estimated. It 
was fortuuate th3t uo more serious dam- 
age resulted. 

A “raokel” of less serious character, 
but on’e really nor tunny or worthy of 
imitation was that of runuiug an express 
wagon up Walnut street aud overturning 
it on the High school lawn. People, as a 
rule, are inclined to be leuieut with tbe 
sport which causes uo great harm. When 
there is a tendency to depart from the 
more innoceut forms of amusement and 
the spirit of maliciousness runs rampart,, 
it is time to resort to stern corrective 
measures. 

Two handsome century plants, twenr>- 
five years old, belonging to Mr. E. M. 
Springer were cut down and ruined, be- 
sides othti plants, and Mr*. Stetson of 
Park street lost a large number of polled 
plants. Smaller losses of tbe same 
nature are reported from various places. 

At Newton 1'entie it was the noisiest 
and most lawless uight iu the h story of 
the place. Fun wa*. not s,< much tbe 
object as tbe wholesale destruction of 
property, as seeu by the two iucendiary 
files, the destruction of plauts, (lowers, 
vases and iardiuieres. The rioters also 
banged Officer Condriu iu effigy, aud 
suspended some stuffed trousers from 
the flag pole. The police have obtaiued 
clues to the incendiaries and arrests will 
probably be made in a few days 

At Newton Higblauds two young men 
climbed a fire alarm pole ou Walnut 
street, opposite Duucklee. cut tbe wire, 
which they tapped aud began riugiug 
the boll. Assistant Chief Raulcttstait 
ed to investigate, and found the guilty 
parties at work. They weie apprehend- 
ed with the assistance of Officer Dugan 
aud will find their sport to have beeu 
rattier costly. 

Bullets were tired iulo Mr. Keith’s 
bouse ou Watertown street, but fortuu- 
atelv no oue was iujured. 

Albert Shaw and Addison Gillett, who 
t ipped the fire alarm wires at Newton 
Higlilauds on the morning of tiie Fourth 
were tiued $10 aud $15 respectively at 
the police court this morning. It is said 
that the New lou Ceutie incendiaries 
have been traced and will be arrested iu 
a day or two.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

Til K BOARD OF ALDKRMF.S MAKER I.AIIOK 
APPROPRIATIONS* 

The board of Aldermen met Monday 
evening, with Mayor Fenno in the chair 
«nd nil the member* present. The 
minutes of the Inst, meeting were read 
And approved. 

Henry W. Mariner was appointed a 
epccinl police officer. 

J. F. Cushman and C. H. Campbell 
tvere licensed to sell gunpowder. 

The report of Chief Biiby for the 
quarter ending .luno 80. was received. 

The Xewtonville A Watertown Street 
Railway director* accepted the location 
£i anted them. 

The healings on the Telephone Co’s 
Application for poles on Washington, 
Centro and other streets was held, but 
no remonstrants appeared. 

A. R. Mitchell asked for concrete walk 
on Court street, and an order was passed 
for its construction. 

Alderman Piummer read a petition 
from residents on Woodbine street, corn- , 
plaining of the stagnant water unsaid 
strec* as a nuisance, and dangerous to 
health, and the matter was again referred 
to the board of health with a request 
tint immediate action be taken. 

Robert Weir and others asked to have 
sidewalks on Trowbridge street, from 
Centre to Norwood avenue, graded and 
covered with gravel. 

Edward F. Partridge of 277 Walnut 
street asked for a sixth class liquor 
liceuso. 

Alderman Roffe reported on the peti- 
tion of tho Telephone company for 
3oavc to run wires on trees on Tremont 
and Grafton streets, and the petitioner 
•was given leave to withdraw. 

TRACKS ON CENTRE STREET. 

The Newton »Sr Boston street railway 
company asked for a location for their 
tracks on Centro street, from Beacon to 
Willow street, and a hearing was granted 
for July 17 ‘.h, at 7 30. 

Aldermau Botbfcld reported the drafts 
of a fire ordinance. 

WATER MAINS. 

The water board were authorized to 
•extend mains ou Crafts and Clinton 
streets, to protect the district against 
lire, 200 feet of 0 in. main on Clinton 
street, and 204 feet on Crafts street, tho 
whole to cost $720, and to be laid with- 
out the usual guarantee. 

The water board were also authorized 
to lay 230 ieet of pipe >>n Ware road, at a 
•cost of $200, with tho usual guarantee. 

The mayor was authorized to contract 
with the Boston A* Alb.my for the build- 
dug of a side track to the pipe yard at 
Newton Higlilinds. 

SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 

On motiou of Aldermau Hunt, the 
city treasurer was directed to readjust 
all the sewer assessments, on the basis of 
the rate provided for by the new sower 
ordinance, and to apply the amounts al- 
ready paid to the new assessments; if 
there was a balance, to repay it with 
interest at 0 per cent., and $500 was ap- 
propriated for the payment of such in- 
terest. 

CITY STABLE. 

On motion of Alderman Thompsou.the 
public properly committee were author- 
ized to purchase a lot of 17,000 feet from 
Chas. A. Miner on Auburudale avenue, 
next to the city lot. and also to erect a 
wood stable, according to plans of W. F. 
Goodwin, architect, at au expense not to 
exceed $12,000, aud the city treasurer 
was authorized to issue thirteen bonds of 
the city, of $1000 each, in payment for 
the same. 

TELEPHONE POLES. 

The Telephone Company were licensed 
to erect poles on Washington street from 
Bellevue to Crafts street, on Centre from 
Bellevue to Mill street, and from Gibbs 
to Cotton street, on Grafton street, and 
on Chapel aud Cbery streets. 


The committee on i uel aud streot lights 
were authorized to purchase 2000 tons of 
coal for the use of the city. 

M. Moran was granted a wagon license. 

TROUBLE WITH THE TROLLEY. 

E. II. Tarbell sent in a communication 
stating that he was granted a permit to 
move a building from the corner of 
Chester and Ltnc«du streets to Erie 
avenue, and asking if tho street railway 
company should not move their trolley 
wires, at their own expense. He stated 
that 1st, President Parker had told him 
it would cost him $50 for the removal of 
the trolley wires and it must be done be- 
tween the hours of 1 and 5 a. in., when 
the current was turned oil. 2nd, lie had 
received a letter from Mr. Powers, attor- 
ney for the road, warning h m to take no 
action till he had seen Mr. Powers, did, 
May 22 he began to move the building 
aud sent a registered letter to President 
Parker. -Ph, on May g-Pb he telephoned 
to the company aud was told that Mr. 
Parker had received uo notification, aud 
lie sent a couetahle to serve a uotice on 
liiin. 5th, ou May 25th, an injunction 
was served on him, aud he weut to see 
{superintendent Henderson, who said 
that he must pay all the costs for remov- 
ing the wires, which he did under pro- 
test, and now lie wished to kuow why he 
bhould pay the bill sent by the company’s 
lawyer. The matter was referred to the 
city solicitor. 

A. J. Jones was granted a license for a 
jpool room ou Oak street, Aldermau Plum- 
mer protesting, at there were too many 
pool rooms i u the city now, and he 
thought licenses were granted altogether 
ttoo readily. 

CITY NOTES. 

Ou motion of Aldermau Emerson the 
;ity treasurer was authorized to expend

CONCORD STREET. 

Aidei tn in Plummer presented an

place. The railroad commissioners were 
requested to take action in the premises.

T1IK COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

THE WORK DONE AND PROORE8S MADE 
THE PAST SIX MONTHS. 

The regular quarterly meeting of the 
Trustees of the Newton Cottage Hosplt 
al was held at the Hospital ou Friday the 
80th ult at :? 15 p. m. 

Lion. J. U. Leeson, the president, was 
in the chair and the attendance was 
good. 

The Treasurer, Geo. S. Bullens, Esq., 
presented his report for tho Inst three 
months, showing receipts from sundry 
sources of $7008.84 and disbursements of 
$5,055 55 for the same period. 

Of these receipts $4000 was the amount 
received for the whole year from the city 
of Newtou. 

I)r. Eiton, secretary of the executive 
committee read the following report of 
the work and progress of the Hospital 
for the 1 ist six months. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Shinn it was 
voted that a copy of tho report he given 
to the Newton papers for publication. 

After some dlscussiou it was voted 
that the executive committee be au- 
thorized to expend not over $3,000, iu 
the erection of a suitable building and 
the installation of a complete heating ap- 
paratus which will supply the present 
buildings aud bo capable of exteusiou 
for future uecds. 

THE SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

Mr. President. Ladies and Gentlemen q f 
the Hoard of Trustees: 

Since the last meeting of this board, 
your executive committee lias continued 
to transact the current business of this 
institution with a harmony suitable to 
the philanthropic nature of the work and 
a zeal nourished by principle and stimu- 
lated by success. That, our work is 
rapidly growing, is known to all of you. 
It may uot bo amiss, as we reach the 
middle of the year, to present a few 
statistics of what has been done during 
the past six months. 

Iu the month of January we admitted 
thirty-six patients; in February, 35; in 
March, 88; in April, 24: iu May, 5 i ; in 
June, 35, making a total of admission for 
the paat six months of 214. This is two- 
thirds of the number admitted during 
the entire year of 1S92, which was a 
much busier year than any which had 
preceded it. If we tabulate the number 
treated during each one of the past six 
mouths, the showing is still more im- 
pressive. During the mouth of January 
we tieated 07: in February, 73; in March, 
72; in April, 05; in M ly, 73; in June, 70. 

No hospital can do its work without 
some losses by death, especially siuce 
hospital cases are often of the most 
desperate character. But our losses 
have been few. We lost by death iu 
January, 3; iu February. 1; in March, 2; 
iu April, 2; in May, • : iu June, none; 
making a mortality of less than 4 1-2 per 
cent, of the whole number treated Dur- 
ing the period under review we have 
cared for some very sick people aud we 
are proud of this 1<».‘ percentage of loss. 

The new dining room, the construction 
of which was authorized by the Board of 
Trustees at its last quarterly meeting lias 
been completed at a cost of $875. It is 
an airj\ commodious room, capable of 
seating comfortably forty or more people 
aud is au improvement which must cora- 
meud itself to all. The old dining room 
is useful as a waiting room for the 
friends of patients aud thus serves in a 
useful and much needed function. 

The walls and ceilings of tho wards 
have been tinted au i the floors renovat- 
ed giviug the rooms and corridors a 
cheerful asp -ct and at the same time im- 
proving the hygienic conditions. 

The home for nurses is uow building 
on the commanding site selected for it. 
This noble gift emphasizes aud will make 
permanent a most valuable department 
of our work, and the growth of its walls 
is watched by all with the keenest inter- 
est aud joy. 

That we cannot long defer an enlarge- 
ment of our facilities for receiving the 
sick, is increasingly evident. 

Both the male ward aud the Leeson 
ward for women have been several times 
crowded to their utmost capacity, beds 
have been improvised to meet t tie de- 
mand; aud more than once, during this 
month, we have had to refuse admission 
to au applicant because there was no 
place in which to put him. Granted the 
need of au enlargement, it is plain that 
the enlargement should take shape as a 
surgical ward, for two reasons: First, 
tho treatment of medical and surgical 
cases iu the sum* room ts uot unattend- 
ed with danger; aud, secondly, the pro- 
portion of surgical cases intrusted to 
our care is increasing. No one could 
walk through the wards duriug this 
mouth, without being impressed with a 
vision of haudages and splints doing 
their beneficent work on all sides. We 
hail with profound gratification the an- 
nouncement that a liberal friend has 
signified his intention of building here a 
surgical ward, and the executive com- 
mittee has already appointed a com 
mitten including several of the most 
active surgeons ou the hospital st itT, to 
consider tho equipment of the ward to 
the end that wheu t .e generous thought 
of the donor shall have taken shape, it 
may he equipped with all the safeguards 
which modern surgery demands. 

Our excellent head nurse, Miss Mc- 
Dauiell, who lias been with us siuce the 
beginning of tbe year, has receutly re- 
signed her position aud gone to her home 
iu Montreal. Coming from the same 
school as our matron aud superinteii 
dent of nurses, she had been trained on 
the same lines and proved highly effi- 
cient. We gave her up witli sincere 
regiet. The position of bead nurse is 
for the present acceptably filled by Miss 
Kyau of our owu graduating class. 

We desire to congratulate the hoard on 
the high state of etlicieu :y wiiicb has 
been attained iu the service of tins hos- 
pital in all its departments. Miss Mc- 
Dowell's administration speaks far it- 
self aud leaves little to he desired. Site 
lias brought to us much that is valuable, 
ami maintained au admirable discipline. 
Her eminent fitness far the work is never 
more apparent, perhaps, than when the 
victim ol an accident is received aud 
cared for. In such a trying emergency, 
to see the muuner iu which she arranges 
her forces, gives each her position, and 
accomplishes the uecesary manipula- 
tions without jii, confusion or delay, is 
to tie reminded of that famous passage 
iu Homer where tho sbipwiecked Ulysses 
gazed with wonder at the Pbtuaciau 
princess as she marshaled her maidens 
to their work. 

The graduating exercises which were 
held here lust week were authorized by 
the executive committee, aud houce some 
reference them belongs to this report. 
They are doubtless the beginning of an 
anuual seiies which will heuceforth be 
au iutoionliug agency iu keepiug us ni 
touch with the community which we 
serve, aud to which we look for moral 
aud material support. This first public 


graduation of a class of nurses was an 
occasion of the deepest intorest to nil 
friends of tho school and a grand success 
in every particular. The eloquent gentle- 
men whose voices were then heard 
struck the key note so high that wo can 
be satisfied with nothing hut the best on 
similar occasions in tho future. The 
main interest, however, centered about 
the class of eight nurses whom we are 
proud to send out ns exponents of the 
instruction, theoretical ns well ns practi- 
cal, which is given in this school. This 
hoard will, we hope, approve our notion 
iu decorating them with a guidon cross 
ns n sign of their high vocation and a 
s nl of the approval of their instructors 
here. 


A New Yorker's llousoliniit. 

William Skinner & Son has launched 
a houseboat which was built for a New 
Yorker. It is a unique vessel, upon 
which a person can live comfortably in 
summer or winter. Tho vessel will go 
to New York bay and the Hudson river. 
It was named the Half Moon, after the 
vessel in which Hendrik Hudson ex- 
plored the river which hears his name. 
The owner’s wife, who was to christen 
the craft, refused to do ro, believing 
that to insure good luck an unmarried 
lady should officiate, so Miss Fannie 
Thompson, a young Baltimore girl, did it. 

The Half Moon is 84 feet long, 18 feet 
abenin and 0 feet deep from roof to floor. 
She will draw but 2} foot of water. She 
is built up bluff from tho water line to 
the top, inclosing 11 apartments, repre- 
senting all the rooms needed in a home. 
She has an engine room in the extreme 
after end. Below are cabins, staterooms, 
lockers, toilets, crew apartments and 
engine room. Ton windows of heavy 
French glass will light each side, and 
the ventilation will ho perfect. Mr. 
Skinner will fit tho vessel for sailing 
purposes only, for which sho will have 
two masts and a bowsprit, spreading but 
three sails. The whole frame is cedar, 
with selected Georgia pine for planking. 
The interior is being finished in cypress, 
relieved with mahogany. In a few weeks 
the Half Moon will bo ready for dcliv- 
erv. — Baltimore Sun.

Willed llimscll a ftlO Funeral. 

The will of tho late William John 
Macdonald of this city, who died on tho

How it Kimko Fight Kmleil. 

A renmrkablo occurrence took place 
lately in the zoological gardens at Bres- 
lau. In the cago of the large snakes a 
Bouth American boa constrictor con- 
tended for a rabbit with a largo python 
from west Africa. It did not succeed, 
however, the python being the stronger 
of the two, and it withdrew. About two 
hours later the keeper found the same 
snakes fighting for another rabbit.

A Graceful Act of a Noble Man. 

' An interesting incident in San Fran- 
cisco tho other day was the gift of $20 
by William T. Coleman, the head or the 
famous vigilance committee, toward 
making comfortable the last days of 
Ned McGowan. The latter was tho 
leader of tho lawless element of 1850 
whose conduct brought about the mur- 
der of James King of William, brother 
of the Buffalo police justice, and the ex- 
ecution of the murderer Casey by the 
vigilantes. 

McGowan was himself condemned to 
death by tho committee, but escaped, 
first to southern California and then to 
Europe. He afterward returned, stood 
trial for his offenses and upon securing 
an acquittal assailed Coleman savagely 
in a newspaper which he started and mi 
a history of his own career. About 
three years ago ho went once more to 
California to suo the historian, H. H. 
Bancroft, for libel in his history of the 
state, but camo to grief, and is dying of 
destitution at the age of SO. He was 
onco a political boss, the head of a great 
gambling establishment and worth half 
a million. — Buffalo Courier, 


Work* Both Way*. 

Tho district court has rendered a de- 
cision in regard to the Jim Crow car law 
requiring tho railroads to provide sepa- 
rate cars for whites and negroes that 
will seriously interfere with justice. 

The decic.on declares that the law 
makes no exception of deputy sheriffs or 
officers accompanying prisoners, and 
that a white officer having a colored 
prisoner in charge cannot accompany 
him in tho samo car. Tho case aroso 
over tho sheriff of Lafayette parish who 
was taking a negro to an asylum for tho 
insane, and who was forced from tho 
car. By tho decision no negro prisoner 
or lunatic cun be conveyed by car to 
jail, prison or asylum by a white officer. 
The law will in this respect work a great 
inconvenience. — New Orleans Cor. Phil- 
adelphia Press. 


Fdwiu llootli’s Successor. 

Now that Mr. Booth has passed into 
history, the American Btuge is cleared of 
its conspicuous meu. It can hardly be 
said of any living American actor that 
he is the leuder of his profession in this 
country. Among the younger actors 
Mr. Mansfield has won a strong place, 
but it would bo straining language to 
call him tho successor of the great player 
whoso name is on ull lips today. The 
simple fuct is that the heir to Booth’s 
place on the stage has not yet made him- 
self known to tho public.— Now York 
Herald. 


An lluu«*t Judge Tells u Story. 

An Aroostook judge who looked thor- 
oughly honest and ingenuous hus been 
telling this story to some of the Port- 
land lawyers, aud they believe him. The 
judge says thut one farmer iu his county 
raised lust season 800 bushels of oats 
upon 10 ucres of land. Ho sold tho oats 
at his door for 50 cents a bushel and 
tucked nearly $400 in the bunk. He val- 
ued the lund at $150. — Lewiston Journal.

About Fast Itlcycln Hiding. 

The alarming increase of accidents to 
bicyc.lo riders this season has been a sub- 
ject of considerable comment. Last 
year and the year before there were ac- 
cidents to riders and to those with whom 
they happened to collide while riding at 
a rapid pace through the streets, but this 
season one can hardly glance over the col- 

t unns of a newspaper without reading ac- 
counts of several of these mishaps. It ul- 
jmost seems that the wheelmen had en- 
tered in a compact to injure themselves 
nnd others ns often as an opportunity 
presented itself. The reasons for tho in- 
crease in the bicycle accident list aro in 
ftho first place that there aro moro wheels 
than ever before, and in the second that 
the alleged improvements in construc- 
tion tend to accidents. Tho new style 
wheels, with their pneumatic tires, are 
without brakes, so that tho rider cannot 
(stop as readily ns formerly when ho sees 
that ho is approaching danger. 

, Tho construction of tho tiro is such 
that were it supplied with a brake the 
jsudden ami determined use of that ar- 
iticle would burst the tire, allowing tho 
air to escape. Tho new style wheels run 
lover tho pavements so much more easily 
than tho old stylo ones that when a vig- 
orous young man gets astride of ono of 
them ho is seized with a desire to go like 
a racehorse, and ho does. The combina- 
tion of swift riding and no brakes is re- 
sponsible for probably 50 per cent of the 
accidents to tho wheelmen and the mor- 
tals who happen to get in their way. It 
might not bo a bad idea to regulate cheir 
speed by law, especially’ through the 
crowded parts of tho streets.— Boston 
Transcript. 


Johnnie’* Body Ilud Hun Away. 

Whilo fishing on tho bank of Stony 
creek, Jonnnie Johnson, a lad of 12 years, 
tumbled into the water and sank beneath 
the surface.

A Birmingham (England) oracle us- 
fures us that it has followed almost with- 
out exception in the past 30 years that a 
cold spring has been followed by a cold, 
wet summer, as in 1881, 1877 and 1879, 
and thijt a hot spring has been followed 
by u hot, dry summer, as in 1885, 1868, 
1870 and 1812. From this ho deduces 
the probability that this summer will be 
ono of the hottest and driest and thirsti- 
est on record. * 

A lire** Suit at a Swell Urvukfast. 

At the muyor’s reception to the iu- 
fanta there was only one break, and 
strangely enough it was made by Presi- 
dent Higiubotlmiu of the World’s Colum- 
bian exposition. Mr. Higinbothaui came 
ready for breakfast clad in evening 
dress, and at sight of him Mr. Hobart 
Chatfield-Tuvlor almost collapsed.- Chi- 
cago Dispatch. 


An Inili-rgrontiil Trolley HyMcm. 

An underground trolley system, tho 
invention of Malone Wholes of Tennes- 
see, is lw*ing tested on a three-quarter 
mile section in Washington. Briefly 
described, tho road is laid with 40- 
pound T rails, yokes of 180 pounds 
each und 40-pound slot rails. The con- 
duit, midway between the rails, is 10 
inches deep by 17 inches wide, and in- 
side is ft loose wire on insulated brock- 
ets. This wire is cut in 200 feet lengths 
and carries ft current only when the car 
is moving over one particular section. 
Tho copper feeding cable is laid parallel 
to the trolley wire. Without going into 
details, the car is fitted with two ordina- | 
ry 20-horsepower motors, and a pair of 
trolley wheels passing through the Blot 
connects the motors with tho trolley 
cable. 

In ench 200-foot section is an iron 
•witch box containing an electro mag- 
net, nnd as tho cars enter a section a 
storage battery of several cells on tho 
car vitalizes the magnet and lifts an iron 
armature and connects tho trolley and 
tho feed cables, and thus supplies power 
to the motors, while the main line cur- 
rent cuts out tho local battery. On 
reaching the next section tho current is 
again automatically switched on and is 
also cut off from the roar section. When 
the car stops, the current is instantly re- 
leased from tho trolley wire, and the 
same is the case when going downhill. 
The enr can travel in either direction by 
turning a reversing switch. The cost 
for a single track is said to be $30,000 per 
mile. — Engineering News. 


Training For tin* .Sickroom. 

The Massachusetts Emergency and 
Hygienic association has just prepared a 
class of young women for a new occupa- 
tion — that of trained attendants for con- 
valescents, chronic invalids, elderly per- 
sons nnd little children. It often happens 
that members of a family are either un- 
fitted, unwilling or unable through busi- 
ness engagements to care for their own 
sick or feeble. The trained nurse is too 
expensive a luxury to bo kept through 
weeks, perhaps months, of weary con- 
valescence, and the patient, who perhaps 
was doing well at her departure, begins 
to suffer for proper care. The trained 
attendant, who has been instructed by 
competent trained nurses, is then pre- 
pared to take her place. 

She has been taught how to ventilate 
tho rooms, make beds, bathe tho patient, 
serve and prepare attractive food and do 
the many other things necessary to make 
life as pleasant as possible for the sick. 
Tho young women admitted to the Bos- 
ton classes must bo at least 20 years of 
age and be possessed of good antecedents. 
Tho course of 80 lessons, for which $3 is 
paid, is followed by an examination, 
which if creditably passed entitles the 
pupil to a diploma. — New York Post.

A HORRIBLE NIGHT. 


The night before the Fourth was oven 
worse than usual, this year, iu respect to 
noise and the amount of damage done to 
property, and it would seem to be high 
time for tLo police force to be made 
large enough to put u stop to such riot- 
ous proceedings. It was not the work 
of thoughtless boys, either, from whom 
nothing better could be expected, but 
gangs of grown men were out paradiug 
the streets, after midnight, dressed iu 
linen dusters aud high bats, aud armed 
with revolvers. They amused themselves 
by shootiug at the gas lamps aud indulg- 
ing iu language that terrified the womeu 
aud children kept awake by the uoiso. 

People expect a good deal of noise and 
horse play on the night before the 
Fourth, but when it comes to having the 
celebrators indulge iu reckless shooting 
after the style of cow boys in the Wild 
West* iu malicious damage to lawns, 
fences and shrubbery, iu the barbarous 
mutilation of harmless cows, and such 
like doings, it is time for law-abiding 
people to demand a change, and the call- 
ing out of the militia if necessary to keep 
the hoodlums within bounds. 

Innocent fun is one tiling, and people 
are willing to make this term very elas- 
tic for the proceedings attendant upon 
Fourth of July celebrations, but the 
wautou destruction of property aud the 
torture of harmless animals do uot come 
under that category, and the police 
oucht to take vigorous raeasuios to 
ferret out the ringleaders aud have them 
puuisbed. 

It is uot believed that auy residents of 
Newtou were coucemed iu these unlaw- 
ful doings, but why should Newtou al- 
low the hoodlum element of neighboring 
towns to run riot through its streets? 
We have had noisy disturbances before, 
but nothing to equal the doiugs this 
year. Practical jokes with some element 
of fun in them could be over-looked, but 
what kind of men can see anything 
humorous in cuttiug down of valuable 
palms. for instance, or the barbarous cut- 
ting off of cows’ tails. It is said that the 
crowd was a good deal the worse for 
liquor, and for the credit of humanity the 
report must be believed, as it is difficult to 
believe that any meu or boys iu their sober 
senses would do such things. 

Liberty is all very well, until it degen- 
erates into disorder. The theory has 
been to wiuk at the doings of the young- 
er element on this one uight of the year, 
aud allow them to play their pranks aud 
celebrate with noise to their hearts con- 
tent, but the doiugs should be kept with- 
in certain limits, or the day which is to 
commemorate the birth of a free aud iu- 
dependeut nation will become very far 
from creditable to the people, who enjoy 
the blessings of freedom. 


A story found its way into priut 
recently which, wheu brought to the at- 
tention of members of the fire depart- 
ment, gave some, at least, genuine sur- 
prise. It referred to the question of 
citizenship of several of Chief liixby’s 
men.

Ms. E. H. Takbkll has raided an in- 
teresting question for the City Solicitor 
to decide, which is, who shall pay for the 
removal of the trolley wires when a 
building is to be moved on a street oc- 
cupied hy street railway tracks, the com- 
pany or the mover? If the company 
p iid anything for the use of the streets, 
there would seem to be justice in their 
claim that the mover should pay the 
costs, but as they are a private corpora- ] 
tion, organized for their private gain, ! 
the City Solicitor may decide that the 
m >ver has the right of way, and the com- \ 
pany must not block the street. It had 
heretofore been regardod as the inalien- 
able right of a citizen to move a building 
through any street he desired, without 
regard to the ueeds of the ordinary users 
of said street. 


The city is spending a good doal of 
money this year, but there is good reason 
for the expenditures in the benefits the 
city will derive from them in the way of 
increased valuation. Besides in a time 
of depression like the present, the ex- 
penditures by the city helps every one, 
puts money into circulation, gives work 
to those who need it and helps to make 
business good throughout the city. Tho 
city is more fortunate thau private con- 
cerns and indivi luals, in having both the 
credit and confidence of those who have 
money to lend, aud as prices are as low 
as they cau be. public works can bo 
carried forward as cheaply now as in 
more prosperous times.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Be It ordained by the CUy Council of the City 

of yeuion, as follows. 

Section 1. A Hoard of Health Is hereby 
established, which shall consist of three mem- 
ber*, appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen, nil 
residents of the City of N’e«ton, but not member* 
of th - City Council, uud one, at least, a regular 
practicing pliys cluu. 

Skit. 2. Said Hoard shall have and ex jrcise 
ull the powers uud duties which a Hoard •>( 
Health has bv law. 

Ski i. 3 The Hoard •hull uumially, in the 
mouth of September, submit to the Committee 
upon Finance ami .Salaries an estimate iu detail 
ot the appropriations required l»y the Health 
Department tor the next tluanctal year; and 
•hull, uiiuLully, on or la-lore the fifteenth day 
of February, report to the < its Council an ac- 
curate account in detail of all receipts and dis- 
bursement* during ihu nasi liouucial year. 

KKUT. •» The Hoard shall, subject to the 
authority of tin- Mayor, to execute make all 
contracts uud regulations for the cleaning <d 
piivutc cesspool-, vaults and privies, and all eon 
tracts for such work shall couUlu the condition 
that such work shall be performed to the satis- 
faction of the Hoard ot Health 

SUcr. 5. Whenever the H >urd of Hetllhdoos. 
or causes to bo done, work for any peisou.it 
sluill enter iu books kept for that purpose, all 
auubwoikdime with tin, price thereof, aud shall 
loithwkth make out bdls for the same, aud de- 
liver them to the Treasurer for colie tiou, who 
shall at one • «l luuud payment of tb • same; and 
tiie Board shall, on the Hist duv of every month, 
report tu writing to tiie auditor, a list of Hie 
lulls no delivered, and, iu ease any such bills or 
du-aiemai.i imp ild at the < xpiratio > of thirty 
da>s after demand for pujiuunt, us aforesaid, the 
Treasurer shall collect the same according to 
law. 

8k r. 6. The ordinances relating to the Hoard 
of Heal li. passed to lie ordained respect iv. h , 
June bi, |S<6, and Dec -mbor 43, 1337, lie, aud rue 
b«reby tt-peuled. but such repeal sbuli iu uo wise 
affect any suit, piosecutiou or other proceeding 
pending ui the passage of this ordinance, or uuy 
uo ion, regulation or vote of the exWliug Hoard 
of Health until aeliou thereon shall he Ukeu by 
the Hoard of Health to be appoiuted in hcrciu 
provided.

THE GOLDEN BEAN. 


Not long ngo it happened thnt I had 
two hours to wait for a train at Casa 
Grande station on the Southern Pacific 
railway. Stepping into a saloon near 
the track, I got into conversation with a 
shaggy looking native, who proved to be 
an old prospector somewhat the worse 
for wear. As ho seemed communicative, 
and I wns willing to listen to a yarn or 
two to kill time, I hnd the barkeeper 
place a black bottle nnd the requisite 
glasses on a card table near thb stove, 
and with my new acquaintance as a vis- 
a-vis I listened to tho following tale, 
which I have endeavored to write down 
as nearly in his own language as possi- 
ble, merely omitting the numerous epi- 
grams with which he interrupted his dis- 
course: 

“It was last fall that me and Bill 
Stump got acquainted up at Prescott. 
We’d both of us just quit work at the 
mines and had pretty near $100 apiece. 
We fooled around tho saloons most of the 
evenin, takin a drink now and then and 
buckin a little at the faro game, and 
finally we made it up to be pards on a 
prospectin trip to find some new diggin’s. 
Next day we bought four burros, two to 
ride and two to pack, loaded up with 
grub an things, and lit out. 

“Next evenin we was camped at sun- 
down about 20 miles west in a dark little 
piney canyon and was gettin supper. 
Bill was monkeyin round tho campfire 
with the coffeo and bacon, and I was sit- 
tin with my back against a pine tree and a 
sack of beans 'tween my knees, pickin 
some of ’em over to put on for breakfast. 
There wns pretty plenty gravel and 
stones in the beans, an' I was cussin 
considerable, when I found somethin 
queer among ’em. It wns a gold nugget, 
just the shape as a bean, only about four 
limes ns big. ‘Bill,’ says I, ‘if here ain’t 
’& $7 nugget in these beans, I’ll be blank- 
et}’ blanket! !‘ Bill lie comes up and grabs 
it and gets to studyin over it. ‘Joe,’ 
says ho after a bit, ‘Joe, I know jest how 
$kat thar nugget got thar^ Poor Bill 
was always grtat 7>n explainin filings. 
,‘Well, fire away,’ says 1. 'It’s this 
way,’ says Bill. ‘I’ve been among the 
greasers considerable, and I knows their 
ways. Them beans was raised by greas- 
ers; that’s why they’re so full of gravel 
and dirt. You seo the greasers thrash 
out the beans right in the field where 
they growetl, and winner ’em by tossin 
’em up in the air so the wind blows away 
the chaff. Then they shovel ’em into 
sacks right off the ground, takin up 
some gravel at the same time. Now 
that thar nugget proves that the ground 
♦where them lieans was growed is good 
placer ground, and all we’ve got to do is 
to find out who sold ’em first and then 
find where his ranch is. When we find 
that bean patch, we’ll find good pay dirt, 
sure, ’cos where nuggets like this are 
lyin round loose there’s hound to be good 
digging.’ 

“Well, we was a good deal excited 
over it and lay awake most of the night 
talkin it over an makin plans. Next 
mornin we was pucked up and started 
back for Prescott by daylight. Bill said 
we must not use them beans, but keep 
the sack just as it was so’s the party 
that sold it would know it again. So 
,we sewed it up and took note of u queer 
murk on one side of it. It was a cross 
inside of u circle as big as my hand. 
We thought that would help us find the 
fellar that sacked the beans, and sure 
enough it did. 

“We liudu't bought the beaus at a 
store, but from a freighter that was 
camped with his 4-horso team and two 
'wifcoim in the corral where we got 
( our burros, so when when we got to 
Prescott we went straight back to tho 
corral. There we got our first setback. 
jTlio freighter — his name was Pike — had 
left the day before for the Verde 
copper mines to look for a load, 
lit was BO miles, and it’s slow work 
kravelin with donkeys, so we was 
the best part of two days gettin there, 
and found we was out o’ luck again. 
Pike couldn’t get uny load there, so lie 
had gone on down to Cauip Verde, iu- 
teudin to go over to Camp Apache, 5250 
miles further. 

“liight there 1 wanted to givo it up, 
but Bill wouldn't have it. ‘Who cures 
for a few hundred miles, more <>r less,' 
says he, ‘with all that gold pilecr up at 
the end of it. Why, next year we’ll be 
ndin in our fine carriages in Frisco.’ All 
the time 1 wus with Bill 1 never could 
get the best of him in an argument, so I 
gave in. But if poor Bill could ’er known 
that a tough tramp of 1>000 miles was iu 
front of ns, wiUi grim death waitin for 
him at the other end, h» wouldn’t ’er 
been so hot to go on. 

i “When wo got down to Camp Verde, 
That pesky freighter was gone, of course, 
but we was gettin used to beiu balked 
and didn't mind much, in pretty good 
spirits we started out on the long, lonely 
trip through the black pine forests of the 
Mogollou mountains. The next night 
we camped just under the ‘riinrock,’ and 
^ mountain lion got away with our best 
burro. The poor donkey was hobbled 


nnd couldn’t fight or protect himself, and 
we never knew it till next morning, 
when we found his body about half eaten 
I up COO yards from the campfire. This left 
us with only one saddle animal, nnd from 
that on we took turns riding. It was an 
awful tiresome road through those miles 
of timber, but we kept n-goin every day 
nnd only camped at night. Turkey was 
ns thick ns chickens in a barnyard, nnd 
flow nnd then we jumped a bear. Deer 
wns plenty, too, but wo didn’t stop to 
hunt. Wo hnd only one idee, and that 
wns to cntcli up with that freighter if 
we hnd to follow him to Texas. 

“A week Inter, near tho head of Black 
river, we was jumped by Apaches and 
! lost another burro. How wns it? Well, 
j it wns like this: Tho sun wns about two 
j hours high when the trail went down 
into a deep, sandy canyon winding around 
between big bowlders of white granite 
thnt had rolled off the cliffs above. Some 
; of ’em was more’n 15 feet high. I wns 
nfoot; Bill rode just ahead of me. and the 
two pack burros wuz peggin along in 
single file ahead of him. The canyon wid- 
ened out by degrees into a broad, sandy 
wash, with mosquito trees nnd brush on 
the east side, while tho trail hugged the 
west side close to the big bowlders. All 
at once — spat! spat! spi.tl come three 
bullets, fiattenin themselves on the 
bowlders close to us. Tho three shots 
were fired at us from across tho canyon, 
and we could see the smoke curlin up 
from a big bunch of brush over there. 
4s I jumped forward to help Bill drive 
the donkeys umler cover behind tho 
rocks another volley came, and this time 
the saddle burro fell dead. Before they 
could fire again Bill had picked himself 
up, and we had our two pack animals 
safe behind the rocks. 

“We found peep holes where we could 
look between the bowlders and get a good 
view across the canyon without being 
seen. It was a beautiful place, and wo 
could have stood off 20 Injuns ns easy ns 
3, for they could not get behind us, and 
our belts were full of cartridges. Wo 
knew we had tho best of it, or anyway 
an even thing, for the bunch of brush 
where they were hid stood by itself, and 
they could not leave it without getting a 
shot from both of our winchesters. They 
would have to run about 30 feet further 
to the right or left to reach another 
bush, and behind them was a perpen- 
dicular cliff. Their cover was less than 
100 yards from us, and their only chance 
to get away was to wait until dark; but 
we were also in the same fix. 

“I tell you, stranger, we watched 
pretty close for those red devils to show 
themselves. We wns mad about our 
dead donkey, and we was mad at bein 
stopped when we was in a hurry. 'Bill 
covered the right side of their hush 
with his gun. and I took the left. Orr 
rifles was cocked and ready to speak, 
and just about that time no Injun had 
any business to get in front of them, for 
we was both good shots and didn't cal- 
culate to waste any cartridges. For 
near half an hour we watched, and then 
we saw somethin move on the sand at 
the right edge of tho bush. It was the 
top of nn Injun’s head. He was lyin 
flat on the ground, behind cover, and 
slioviu out his head to get a better view 
of 6df position. *fh<? nffxE ftiirmB A 
oead was shoved out the same way on 
the other side of the bush. . ‘Ready!’ 
Bays Bill. ‘Now!’ and our rifles rang 
out together. 

“The heads staid there, but we knew 
a rifle ball hnd crashed through each of 
them. The moment we shot the third 
red darted out on tho north side and 
made a rush for a new cover only 10 
yards away. He nlmos’ reached it — one 
more spring and he was safe — but Bill 
caught him on the fly. Crack! went his 
rifle, and Mr. Injun fell in a heap, never 
makin a kick. 

“We waited awhile before we moved, 
to make sure they wasn't playin possum, 

; but it was getting dark fast, so we 
slipped up careful from bush to bush. 

; We had to make sure work of the killin, 
cos it wouldn’t do to have one of ’em 
I get away and bring tho whole tribe 
i down on us. Well, they was dead 
j enough to suit anybody, the last one 
j killed being hardly more than a boy. 

; He was the son of a chief, as we knew 
by his wearin white eagle feathers in his 
hair. He had an improved army rifle, 
and so did the other two. 

“Weren’t it a pity, stranger, that three 
of Uncle Sam’s pets, out for a little fun, 
should ’a’ got done up that way? They 
didn’t have nothin we wanted, so wo lei t 
’em to tho buzzards an coyotes and start- 
ed down tho canyon drivin our burros 
ahead. Wo traveled all night, for fear 
some prowlin Injun should find tho dead 
bodies in the mornin and take our trail. 

, “A week later we got to Fort Apache, 
i fagged out some and pretty near bare- 
foot. We didn’t say nothin about the 
! killin, for fear of being arrested, but we 
rested up some on soldier whisky at the 
sutler's store and bought now shoes. We 
wasn’t disappointed this time about our 
freighter. He was still on the move, just 
as we expected. He' 1 left for Wilcox, 
on the railroad, three days before. Well, 
we had come 300 miles, and there was 
nothin else to do but to keep a-goin. It 
was only 150 miles further, und wulkin 
was cheap. 

“We tramped into Wilcox 10 days 
later, and there wo found our mun at last. 
We’d got so used to follerin him that I’ll 
be blanked if we didn’t feel sort a half 
disappointed when wo had run him down. 
One of his wugons had broke, and lie had 
; to lay over to get it mended. Only for 
that the darned old road runner might ’a' 
been pikin along yet and we a-follering 
him, just two days behind him. He re- 
membered sellin us the beuns. He said 
he had bought the sack at u little store 
kept by a Mexican in Theson just be- 
fore he started for Prescott. We told 
him about tindiu the gold nugget and 
wanted him to join us huutin up the dig- 
fin's, us his teams might be useful sturt- 
iu up u new camp. He didn’t care to 
go and said he didn’t cotton much to 
gold diggin anyhow. I reckon he wus 
too fond of travel to stay long in one 
place. 

“Well, ull we had to do was to light 
out for Tucson, another 130 miles, and 
we started along, feeliu considerable 
cheered up. The donkeys was gettin 


poor, but wo thought wo woro nonr tho 
ond of tho trip, so wo didn’t worry. It 
took nearly two weeks to get to Tucson, j 
but when we went to the little Mexican 
store the old man in charge remembered 
the bean sack very well and said he had 
sold it to Pike the freighter. Ho bought 
it and others from an old Mexican pod- I 
dler who came over from Sonora and | 
had gono to Phoenix. There was no help i 
for it: wo had to go there, too, fagged 
out as we were, ami there we found our 
Mexican peddler, who told us he had 
bought the l>eans— several sacks of them 
—at a little roadside ranch down in So- 
nora, about 100 miles south of Tucson. 

“Stranger, when wo started hack to 
Tucson tho next mornin we wouldn’t 
have sold our interest in that blasted 
bean ranch for $50,000 apiece. Yet, aft- 
er all, poor Bill left his body there, and 
I got all broke up. Here’s the way it 
happened: About three weeks afterward 
wo was draggin along slow ami tired one 
afternoon when we como to the shanty 
where the jieddler told ns he got tho 
beans. Wo knew it right off ’>y the de- 
scription. There was the little runnin 
stream, and on the other hank there was 
tho very liean patch ami tho house at ono 
end of it. Wo unpacked by the water, 
nnd Bill wns for takin the gold pan and 
tryin for color right off. but I got. him to 
wait till mornin, as we had to get supper 
before dark. 

“I started gettin some sticks to build 
a fire, nnd Bill went to the packs for tho 
coffeepot and fry pan, and just then 
three greasers on horseback rode hv us 
and up to the door of the house, where 
they got off their horses. After a little 
palaver with an old hag that came to the 
door ono of them caino over to us and 
said ‘Buenos noches’ very polite. A 
greaser would bo polite if he was goin 
to cut your throat the next minute. As 
he passed our baggage he kind a-started 
and looked at. it pretty sharp, and I saw 
ho wns takin note of the bean sack. 
It was standin thero with the queer 
mark in plain view. By and by he 
pointed to the sack and asked where wo 
got it and what was in it. I told him it 
was a sack of beans, and we bought it 
over the line in Arizona. Pretty soon • 
he asked us to come up to. the house and 
spend the evenin. Wo said we would 
after supper, and then he went off. 

“Half an hour later, ns we was squat- 
tin by the fire drinkin' our coffee, all 
three of ’em come down and stood 
around. Swarthy faced, with mean look- 
in mustaches and murderous eyes, they 
looked equal to any deviltry, and I was 
just thinkin what a precious lookin set 
of rascals they was when I quit thinkin 
altogether. I had to, ’cos I was stretched 
out on the ground unconscious. Wlmt 
I saw happened quicker’n I can tell it. 
The two near ones whipped out their 
0-shooters and had us covered, and tho 
other one grabbed the bean sack. Bill, 
always quicker than me, jumped up. 
a-reachin behind him for his gun, but 
before ho pulled it there was a report, 
nnd he fell forward on his face with a 
gurglin yell— a pistol hall in his throat. 

I made a jump to get up, but I felt a 
crushin blow on my head, and that’s all 
I remember. 

“Wliofi t come to myself, I was lyin 
on some blankets on the dirt floor of a 
doby shanty, with an old Mexican hag 
ben din over me. I beg her pardon for 
callin her a hag, for she saved my life, but 
when I woke up I thought sure she was 
Satan. She told me I had been crazy a 
week, and I reckon I must a had brain 
fever. I told the old woman all my 
story and all about the beans, but sho 
wouldn’t talk about the murtW of ftiy 
friend till three weeks after, when I got 
strong and well, and told her I was 
going back to Arizona. She up and told 
me next mornin, and, stranger, you’ll 
agree that me and Bill was two of the 
unluekiest cusses livin. That very sack 
of beans wo had been packin all over 
Arizona had nearly $5,000 worth of gold 
in it in dust and nuggets! 

“The three greasers who attacked us 
were her nephews and were just what 
they looked to be — brigands— though she 
did not say so. They had murdered a 
couple of miners up in the mountains 
and robbed their camp of about 20 
pounds of gold dust. Not wantin to use 
it till the affair blew over, they hid the 
dust in ono of tho sacks of beans. Thero 
were a dozen or more stacked up in the 
old woman’s shed, and she hud raised 
them herself, with her grandson, a 15- 
year-old kid, to help her. They marked 
the sack, but did not tell her about the 
gold in it, and while they were off on 
some more deviltry tho old woman up 
und sells some of her sacks of beaus tqa 
jieddler that happened to como by. 
When the robbers came back again, they 
missed the marked sack, but it was too 
luto to get it, and they pretty near beat 
the old woman to death. 

“They’d forgot all about it by tho time 
we cume by, but they knew their murk 
on the sack uud saw it liud not been 
open, and the only wonder is that they 
didn't shoot us both down without askin 
any questions. 

“My donkeys were feedin around the 
ranch yet, and I had my blankets. That 
was all they left me. I gave the old 
womun one donkey aud saddled up the 
other uud lit out for Tucson. But first I 
made a little wooden cross und cut Bill's 
name on it, ami put it on liis grave where 
the old woman hud mude the robbers 
bury him close to the Lean plot he had 
hunted so long.” — St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

INTENDING VISITORS AUK GIVEN SOME 
HINTS OF WHAT TO SHE. 

Tit© magnitude of the Germtn exhibit 
is a theme of wonder to every one. 
Whether it. Is because German prejudices 
prevented an exhibit at the last Paris 
Exposition, or because Chicaao with its 
lai e German population has influenced 
the Fatherland to send of its best, certain 
it is that Germany stands pre-eminent iu 
every branch of the fair. 

In tbe mines and minery building the 
magnificent display of tbu Stumnr Broth- 
ers of iron in every form, from ore, pig 
and bur iron to tho mammoth pyramids 
of pipe, slat and wire; railroad iron in 
many sizes an I forms, skeleton fra tics in 
models of car sheds and R. R. stations, 
heroic sized statuary, tables, chairs, 
every thing of 'iou, from tools and nails 
to the fence aud columns of whole and 
half tubular f.trois; it is well worth a 
second visit. The iron gates aud fence 
of the main exhibit, iu the Manufacturers 
atid Liberal Arts building, marked ‘‘for 
sale,” win universal admiration. The 
texile fabrics, machinery, electrical and 
artistic exhibits all add to tiie glory of 
thts magnificent display. 

in the Get man building, the main 
hall, in form of the Apse of a Cathedral, 
has a very tine collection of church hang, 
i tigs ami statuary, and the medieval effect 
is brighteued by the fine stained glass 
windows which decorate ami light the 
scene. 

The collection of books, in flue bind- 
ings, is vory imposing. Wood carvings 
of modern and ancient dates, inlaid 
chests and cabinets, vie with the marble 
and alabaster figures. Some of these are 
transparent, almost as thin as plate glass. 
The public schools have sent their work, 
as have also those of most other 
nations. 1 have no time to more than 
mention the Krupp building aud Old 
Yieuua aud German Village in the Plais- 
auce. 

New South Wales lias a fine display iu 
every building, besides a little pavilion 
among the small state and national build- 
ings, devoted to art. 

France has a beautiful display of 
textiles, gloves, ‘‘objects d’art” iu tbe 
centre of the large manufacturers build- 
iue, besides a pavilion on the l ike fiont, 
composed of two small buildings con- 
nected by a colouade iu semi-circular 
form, where a:e frescos of familiar 
scenes aud buildings in Paris. 

Italy has a very magnificent display of 
glass, marbles, carvings, brouz s aud 
bijouterie, but so crowded iu to so -small 
a space that the effect is sadly marred. 
Magnificent life sized statuary is so 
crowded together that only the outside 
rows can be seeu. 

Iu the transportation building tbe 
Pullman train, with it palatial 11 tings, 
attracts much attention, also the sectiou 
of an ocean steamship aud the model of 
the Nicaraqua Canal. A train fitted up 
by the Northern Pacific R. R. with dis- 
plays of the ores, grains and other pro- 
ducts of that legion has a continuous 
string of visitors. Oue might spend 
days in examining the different sections 
aud models; Pullman is there in bold 
relief, streets, houses, even tiny lamp 
posts, illuminated at night. 

In the Illinois building is a fine model 
of a grain ranch. The house and out 
building, with Kittle ou the door- 
step, a cow at the bars, waiting for Iter 
master to wash the cans iu the morning 
water at the tiny well, near which a 
Dutch ruadcheu is washing her linen iu 
a tub. 

Back of this lies the orchard; then 
come great grain fields of all sorts, each 
with its full sized graiu growing upright 
iu full vigor aud cultivators and reapers 
of all sorts, driven by tiny hotnee, show 
the methods of harvesting. Near the 
home store house is a full load of hay, 
with the tired haymakers riding home 
ou tho top of their last load. 

In the Kansas buildiug, all this scene 
is reproduced iu has relief, on the S. E. 
wall, with a curtain partly drawn, eoro- 
| posed of the feathery tops of grasses, 

| the coid and tassel even are of seeded 
| grasses. The whole frieze of tais build- 
: ing is a wonder work of corn, wheat and 
1 graiu frescos. The corn cob, iu cross 
j sections, forms a vety decorative rosette 
! which figures largely iu all the artistic 
decorations of Iowa, Ohio, Kvusas, 
Illinois and Nebraska. 

In the dome of the Kiusas building is 
a tiny train of Pullman cars, with its 
colored porter on rear platform, aud as it 
whistles very naturally twice iu each 
circuit, it ’divides the atteutiou of the 
visitor, with the really flue display of 
I native aud stuffed animals, dear, elk. 

| wolves, prairie dogs aud mountain sheep. 

The new state of Washington has a 
really maguiiiceut display in its own 
state building, besides tlu* many displays 
iu the large general buildings. The logs 
which form its foundation are mammoth, 
many of them 80 f et long. The liag 
staff iu front is a single tree trank 215 
feet high and only 3 1-2 feet iu diameter 
at its base. It towers above every thing 
iu its vicinity, vibrating in the wind, but 
secure iu its r pyramidal base of ore aud 
coal. 

In the largest building iu tbe world 
The Manufacturers and Liberal Arts, 
with its forty-two acres of tloor. are 
grouped a perfect city of streets full of 
pagodas. Many of them were strongly 
familiar. The Beldiug Silk Co. have a 
very tiue display, a locomotive, tender 
aud car, all made of spool silk with 
cocoons for coal iu the tender, ruuniug 
ou tracks of spuu twists of undyed silk. 
It far surpasses its rivals. 

The Waltham Watch Co. have a won- 
derful pavilion. Here are all the delicate 
automatic machines for liuudliug the 
finest work. Also 2000 movements all 
running, all wound every morning by a 
mere touch. Here also is the tine eollec 
tion of historic watches, among which I 
saw those of George 111, Lady Jane Grey, 
Queen Elizabeth, John Bunyati, John* 
Miltou aud many other famous persou- 
ages. 

The Cheuey Silk Co. of Manchester, 
Conn., have a very line assortment of 
silks, both “India” aud embossed. Of j 
musical instruments, jewelry, house 
fittings and furnishings, the variety is 
limitless. The eutieiug onyx bowls aud

BOY IKS POM) NUISANCE. 


CAUSING GREAT ANNOYANCE TO NEWTON 
AND WATERTOWN RESIDENTS. 

The city is at work abating tbe Boyd 
pond nuisance, but just at present the 
trouble is greater tban ever. Last Fri- 
day tbe poud was diaiued, leaving tbe 
foul mud, together with dead fish aud 
bodies of animals, beside other rubbish, 
exposed to tbe sud’s action. Residents 
in the vicinity, consequently, have had 
to put up wiib a horrible stench during 
tbe past week, aud iu many instances, 
especially on warm eveniugs, have beeu 
obliged to close their windows. 

The pond lies in both Watertown and 
Newton. The boaids of health of both 
places would gladly abate tbe uuisauce 
in short order. but such is impossible, they 
say. Newton has bad several men em- 
ployed throughout the week collecting 
tbe refuse aud either bin mug it or cart- 
ing it away. They are waiting for the 
mud to dry, they say, aud as soou as 
they can work over the whole poud will 
cleau it ouc aud fill it m according to a 
plan draughted by City Engineer Noyes 
of Newton. 

Tbe plan provides for tilling iu the 
poud aud grading the banks, aud i educ- 
ing tbe steep bank ou the northerly side 
to a pretty grassed slope. It is proposed 
to lay out gravelled walks, bordered with 
beds of tloweriug plants. 

Tbe dam is to be taken away and a 
channel cut through the park to allow 
for the free flow of water from Lauudry 
brook, at tbe upper eud of the park, to 
Cook's pond, aud thus to the Charles. 

1: is aiso proposed to construct a 
boulevard on either side of the stream, 
and later to extend it to oonnect with 
the proposed cross- towu boulevard to 
run from Washington street to Newtou 
Centre. 

The Newton uldcimeu have appro- 
priated $9250 for the purchase of i'4,000 
teet of laud located iu Newtou aud 
Watertown, for the purpose of abating 
the nuisauce, and iiiakiug the now un- 
healthy spot a place of beauty aud a 
benefit to the general public. 

The work is to be pushed as rapidly as 
possible, but it will take several weeks 
before the place is cleaned aud tho 
neighborhood relieved of the terrible 
steucb now given forth. Hie etitiie ex 
peuse of the abatemeut of the nuisance, 
which has beeu iu existence for mauy 
years, is being borne by Newtou. al- 
though it will be as gieat a benefit to 
Watertowu residtiits. 

The Watertown health board refused 
to pay a portion of the expense ou tbe 
ground that the source of the uulsauco 
was in Newton, and the pond was pol- 
luted wholly by Lauudry brook. 

When Newton has completed the park, 
residents of Watertow n w ill endeavor to 
continue the boulevaid within the town 
territory along either side of Cook’s 
poud, which they propose to narrow and 
cleau out. thus abating what is fast be- 
coming a uuisauce.

Hearings woro held on the sewers be- 
tween Paul and Centre streets and Ox- 
ford road, and Alderman HofTe stated 
that Messre. Paul and Warren wished to 
reserve all their legal rights. 

Mr. A. L. Harwood appeared for Mr. 
Paul and stated that Oxford road was a 
new street, laid out through Mr. Paul’s 
land, and his private property. It 
seemed a great hardship to require him 
to pay the assessment for both sides of 
the street, and if it could bo postponed 
for five years, till tho land was built 
upou, it would be satisfactory to him. 

A. M. Buuker was granted liceuse to 
build stable and shed 15x30 feet, for one 
horse on Crescent stieet. 

Edward LeRoy asked for drain and 
sewer on Watertown street between 
Adams aud West streets. 

Joshua S. Ramsdell asked for liceuse 
to build addition to stable, 4x13 feet, on 
^Washington street, Ward Two. 

Wm. Clallin aud W. H. Purdy asked 
:for concrete walks on Court street. 

MAGUE MEADOW. 

Alderman Bothfeld roported from the 
highway committee their couclusiou on 
the Magne meadow assessment, and the 
figures at which they had arrived as the 
•proper sums to be paid. Mr. Bothfeld 
said that many should have been as- 
sessed who were not, but the committee 
had no power to take any action in re- 
gard to these. They had reduced the 
other assessments by from 50 to 75 per 
cent, aud an order was passed authoriz- 
ing the city .treasurer to accept such 
sums in place of all claims against those 
assessed. 

Au order was passed for concrete 
crosswalks at the juuctiou of Lowell aud 
Edinboro streets, Hunter aud Putnam 
and Vernon and Park streets. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
city treasurer to accept certain sums 
from parties who had not paid for their 
street watering assessments, for two or 
three years. 

ANOTHER BOULEVARD HEARING. 
Alderman Bothfeld presented au order 
for a second hearing on taking laud for 
the boulevard, for July 24tb, before both 
branches, as some of the property owners 
had not been found in time to make a 
legal notice of the first hearing. 

A hearing was held ou the rounding 
off of the corner of Temple and High- 
land streets. 

A hearing was held ou laying sewer in 
(Gardner street. 

An order was passed for a sewer from 
the end of the present sewer on Crafts 
street, to Washington street. 

THE BOULEVARD HEARING. 

A large crowd was present for the 
boulevard hearing which was reached at 
3 o’clock. 

Mr. Richard Saltonstall appeared for 
Mr. Heibert Dumaresq, who objected to 
the line established through his property 
at Chestnut Hill, though he was in favor 
of the boulevard itself. Mr. Dumaresq 
owns the Francis property, which runs 
from Hammond to Ward street, uoar the 
intersection of South street, with some 
<d00 feet on Ward street. Mr. Saltonstall 
said that Mr. Dumaresq bought the 
property four years ago, for a home, aud 
had expended a large sum on the bouse. 
When the scheme was first broached he 
was not aggressively opposed to it, and 
agreed that if it was laid out along the 
foot of his laud, he would give a strip 
forty-five feet wide and fiUO feet long, 
which would be worth at alow valuation 
•from three to four tbousaud dollars. 
But the later plan adopted t>y the high- 
way committee he did oppose, as it cuts 
through the middle of his lawn, takes 
out some 03,000 feet, aud leaves atii- 
angular lot on the other side of his 
house of some 53,000 feet. This would 
■constitute a serious grievance, and is not 
warranted by any consideration of pub- 
lic convenience or necessity, as the first 
plan would be equally as good. The 
road curves in one way by the first plan 
aud another way by the second, and the 
curve in i he first would not be dangerous 
iu such a wide roadway, aud there were 
much worse on<Jsoii the road arouud the 
reservoir. In the latter plan adopted the 
damages would be heavy, which ought 
to be considered, and a conservative 
be folio •• I. luothei 
‘hi ng to Lr thought of was that the city 
»f Boston had as yet taken no legal steps 
o widen tho narrow street from the 
Jostou Hue 1 * Commonwealth avenue, 
lie hop d the hoard would go and see 
he property aud thought they would be 
surprised to see how great the damage 
would be to his client, lie was not 
holding his hand to make money out of 
it, but for a home, and lie did not wish 
'or any change, btu. the first plau he was 
willing to have carried out, and it would 
i Iso he found the most economical and 
practical plan. 

Mr. Avery L. Rand said lie wished to 
isk a practical question, what assurance 
rave we that Boston will widen its part 
■ A this boulevard. 

Mayor Fenno said that the plans were 
*.'l made for such widening an t the Hos- 
z>u officials assured us 'h it they intended 
to do the work as soon as they could. 

Mr. R ind said this was an important 
joint. It was a long time before Boston 
widened its part of the Beacon street 
>oulevard. Borne definite assura • 
should ive got before Newton took y 
. action. 

Mr. Dana Kstes said the case of be 
petitioners bud been presented soful • t i 
Am buulevaid commission aud to lc 
a ghwuy committee, that th • erred 
a- necessity for saying auytlung more, 
but he would like to know if there were 
Anymore remonstrants. 

Vr Bui rage said lb it Mi . Joidau A. 
jiailcy. who m u ■ icsunted, objected 
ttte lice past his property, which left 


a stoop bank, whereas if the land for the 
boulevard were taken from the other 
side, it would leave his property in much 
better condition. 

Mr. Alden Spearo objected to the line 
through Mrs. H. A. Spearc’s property, 
as it would min the place and if cirriod 
through they would claim all the damages 
the law would allow. 

Mr. Blanoy, who owns a good deal of 
the land through which the upper por- 
tion of the boulevard will run. said ho 
was not familiar with the estates men- 
tioned. but he took great interest in the 
general idea of the boulevard, Newton 
must act independently of Boston, hut he 
had called on the chairman of the Boston 
street committee, who had told him that 
for some months pi mis had been pre- 
pared for the widening of South street, 
and it would unquestionably ho widened, 
and the hoard had assurance from the 
land owners that the land needed for the 
widening would be given. Tho boule- 
vard would serve as au outlet for the 
extension of Common wealth avenue, aud 
i connect Boston’s Park system with tho 
parks to bo established in Auburndale, 
Weston and Waltham. The latter city 
had already taken steps to lay out a 
grand park of some 80 acies on Prospect 
Hill, and then Weston would extend 
through the hills in its territory, and 
there would he the parks along tho 
Charles River in Auburndale and Weston, 
and the connection by tho boulevard 
with Boston would be by as straight a 
line as could well belaid out, and electric 
roads would bring these parks within 
easy reach of the people. The boule- 
vard must bo laid out in its entirety and 
uot in parcels, and the interests of New- 
ton, where there was a great amount of 
vacant land, would be best served by 
such a project oil this. 

Rev. Dr. Hovey said lie was interested 
in it mainly as a public matter, though 
lie had some personal interest iu it also, 
but he thought the whole city would be 
greatly beuefltted by the boulevard, as 
well as the property through which it 
would run. It would he n great step iu 
advance for Newton to take. 

Mr. Aldeu Speare said ho was iu favor 
of the boulevard and thought it was oue 
of the greatest public improvements 
Newtou had undeitaken since it bad be- 
come a city, aud would be of the greatest 
beuetit to the city. There were some 
small matters which could be remedied. 
Personally he would give a thousand 
dollars uot to have any more street rail- 
ways in the city, but this boulovard, 
connecting such magnificent parks, 
would be one of the grandest in Massa- 
chusetts. He was, howover, surprised 
aud astouisbed that the street railway 
companies should have beeu allowed to 
lay T rails in the streets of Newton. He 
bad never seen them allowed anywhere 
else, but this had been done by tho city 
councils of former years. In this case 
the railway would be in a space by itself, 
so it would not be so much of a nuis- 
ance. 

Mr. Dana Estes said he appeared as 
chairman of the Newton Boulevard 
Syndicate, formed to promote the boule- 
vard. It was an organization of capital- 
ists. who held certaiu lauds through 
which the boulevard is to run, aud they 
were willing to give the land and a large 
amount of money toward the cost. The 
Hues had been taken almost wholly as 
the petitioners had laid them out, but ill 
the case of Mr. Dumaresq tho city engin- 
eer had takeu another location that he 
deemed more expedient. That was for 
the board to deal with, however. He 
did uot thiuk that the grounds of com- 
plaint were well taken, however. He 
had seen the same thing in tho laying 
out of the Beacon street boulevard: the 
people who had objected most strenu- 
ously were now the best satisfied over 
the results. One man who had 20,000 
feet of land said tho boulevard would 
ruin his house and fought the project 
vigorously, but be bad since sold his 
20,000 feet for $50,000 and liked the 
boulevard so much that ho had rented 
the house and still coutiuued to live 
there, and is the happiest man iu Brook- 
liue. All up ami down the avenue the 
same thing happened. Mr. Saltonstall 
said the Beacon street boulevaid cost 
over $500,000, but the land damages for 
27 per cent of the improvement were 
$337,000. This is, however, uot a 
parallel ca«e, as here there are no build- 
ings to be removed, and most of the land 
is unimproved. The only house seri- 
ously affected is au old house ou the 
Knowles place which the syndicate has 
made a private bargain for. In Brook- 
line, also, tliere were enormous grade 
and other damages. There 73 per cent 
of the laud was given, but in Newton 
over iK) per cent is given, aud the laud 
damages will be trilling. Beacon street 
was laid out under tho betterment act, 
but the board of selectmen only assessed 
500 feet on either side as they had ouly a 
slight experience iu such matters. In 
this case the improvement will effect 
from two to three times 500 feet, and a ! 
Urge amount of laud will be available 
for betterments, aud a very large sum . 
could be collected iu betteiiueuts. lie 
was surprised that Lheie was so little op- I 
; position and such as there was is perfuuc- j 
lory, with an eye to discounting the as- 
sessments for betterments. People make 
objections to lay ground for abatement 
of the betterment tax, and come here for 
that purpose hut they are as auxious to 
have the boulevard go though us the 
| petitioners themselves. 

; Boston was slow to act and Brookline 
; had to wait some time, hut fortunately 
, iu this case there is within 100 feet of 
the Newton end a magnificent roadway | 
arouud the reservoir, and arrangements 
i could be made to connect with that, if | 
h ton delayed too long. There was, | 
however, no doubt of the good faith of j 
the Boston street commissioners. Mayor 
M i thews was so much iu favor of it that 
In- had recommended a special loan to i 
!••■ asked lor from the legislature, and i 
the Boston water board is now laying a j 

• iv large main in preparation fur the , 
w oieuiug of tho street. 

Judge Bishop said his views iu favor ; 
of the boulevard were w'ell known. He 
*.ih personally interested, as his laud i 
w is affected, but he though he should 
be as heartily iu favor if it did not touch i 
his kind. The benefit might not he as [ 
great as some think, hut it would bo of 
great benefit to the whole city. Look 1 
ahead twenty or thirty years aud see 
what Newton would he with it and then , 
what it would ho without it. It was the 
most important outorpiue Newton had 
ever undertaken, and it hud beeu started 
not at the importunity ot a clique of laud 

• iwneiv, but the boulevard commission 
bad recommended it, the citizens wanted 
it, and so fur as he knew all fuvoied it. 

Mr. Kstes said the increase iu Brook- 
line’s tax value wai over 4 1*2 millions, 
hut iu addition to that many millions of 
personal estate hud beeu brought into 
the towu, aud every part of Brookline 
had partukuu in the benefit. The boule- 
vmd had also greatly beuefitted tho ad- 
I jaceut section of Bostou. lie lived on 
I the line, aud before the boulevard he 
could see nothing but woods from his 
I stable, but now it was all built up with 
' handsome houses. The boulevard lias 
. paid for itself already two or three 
! times, aud the same thing will be true 
' here. 


Mr, C. M. Ransom of Grafton stieet 
protested against the way the boulovard 
was to cut through his place, and would 
como within 00 feet of his front door, 
and on tho other side of tho streot a little 
strip would be left of no valvo. ile 
heartily favored tho boulevard, but he 
had no land to sell and did not wish his 
home interfered with. He had resided 
there 11 years and had expended a good 
deal of money in planting troes and 
shrubs. 

Mr. J. B. Goodrich spoke against tho 
betterment law and did not believo in 
building a boulevard simply because a 
large sum could bo raised in betterments. 
East of Coutro street the land owners 
wanted it to develop thoir land, but west 
of Cetitio street the case was different, 
people owned their homes and it was not 
just to assess them. It was uot a high- 
way for tho people, but a semi-public 
park, from Boston to Waltham. He 
thought the city should see it it could 
not forego the application of tho better- 
ment principle, which was not a just 
one, and the city should not engage in 
this enterprise because a huge sum 
could bo raised on assessments. 

Mayor Fenno said tho property owners 
on tho West side of Centre street would 
give the same proportion of laud as thoso 
on tho Fast. 

Mr. Blanoy said if Mr. Goodrich had 
read the propositions fiom property 
owners from Centre to Valentino street 
lie would not have any anxiety about 
property owners wost of Centro street. 
They would give 1*0 per cent of the land, 
and one third of the cost of the boule- 
vard, so they did not seem to find fault. 

Mr. Saltoustull thought Mr. Estes’ re- 
marks wero misleading, as in Brookline 
ouly $54,000 was raised from better- 
ments. The theory of betterments was 
largely a myth, as every land owner can 
go before a jury of 12 men, and a very 
small sum is raised in that way. The 
increase in taxablo property in Brook- 
line, every tax payer there knows, is 
caused by the way t lie property is marked 
up. Laud near the Hue at Chestnut Hill 
lias been marked up three or four times 
siuce tho boulevard was built, but its 
value is uot affected by the boulevard. 
Brookline has found out the great ex- 
pense of a boulovard aud within 3 or 4 
mouths has voted down several boule- 
vard extension schemes. Tho expense 
of repairing the boulovard is very groat, 
o:‘ watering, and of maintenance also, 
a id boulevards are found to be very ex- 
pensive. Mr. Estes makes fun ot senti- 
mental consideration, hut lie is in this to 
make money, and his views are not 
those of Brookline. The line laid out 
through Mr. Duranresq’s laud by the 
Highway committee would do irrepar- 
able damage to him, and it is also whol- 
ly unnecessary. He did not believe any 
one who was acquainted with the loca- 
tion would believe that they came there 
simply to lay a claim for damages. 

Mr. Estes slid ho had been told by Mr. 
Lincoln, one of the selectmeu, that over 
$70,000 had beeu collected by betterments 
and Mr. Lincoln ought to know. 

Judge Bishop spoke of the careful way 
in which the whole plan had been 
matured, and said that the commission 
aud the highway committee had had the 
benefit of the very best engineering ad- 
vice in tho state. Mr. Noyes, the city 
engineer of Newtou, who stood at the 
head of his profession, Mr. Olmsted, tho 
celebrated engineer, whose fame for lay- 
ing out land with a regard for all its 
possibilities of beauty and attractiveness 
was well known, and Mr. Rice of New- 
ton, who had a high reputation for care- 
ful work. 

The hearing was closed at a fow 
minutes past ten o’clock. 

RAILWAY TURN OUT. 

Mr. J. R. Smith appeared at the hear- 
ing on tho turnout on Walnut streot, 
Newton Highlands, and objected against 
its being placed opposite Lake avenue, a 
much travelled street, where the tracks 
would be very objectional, us Waluut 
street at that point is very narrow. Ho 
thought it might be carried farther down 
the street. 

Geo. E. Ragg was appointed a special 
policeman on tho premises of Phipps Ar 
Train, Upper Falls. 

Several wagon licenses were granted. 

l’lie Water Board were authorized to 
put 75 feet of water main ou River stieet 
aud 417 feet on Devon road, at an ex- 
pense of $71*>. 

Alderman Bothfeld reported on the 
complaint of the Auburndale Village Im- 
provement Society iu regard to Seaverns 
street, that the stagnant water was due 
to improper gradiug of land of the alnit- 
tors and recommending that the matter 
be referred to tho bond of hoaltli. 

An order was passed for the rounding 
off of the corner of Temple aud High- 
land streets. 

On motion of Alderman Thompsou, 
Chapter 300 of the Acts of the Legisla- 
ture were adopted by tho board, in re- 
gard to the licensing of picnic grounds, 
and Geo. Brower was licensed to keep 
picnic grounds at Upper Falls. 

Philip G. Secher was licoused as an 
inn-holder at Upper Falls, aud J. H. 
Raudaff was also licensed. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$884.84 for tho refunding of M iguo 
meadow assessments. 

Samuel Roosa applied for lioense to 
set up a oue horse boiler and engine on 
Prospect street to run sewing machines. 

Two petitions for the widening ol Elm 
street were received, stating its narrow- 
ness, its defectivo grade and want of 
sidewalks and its dangerous condition 
owing to the electric cars. 

The petitions were signed by Marcus 
Morton and 32 others and Asahel Wheel- 
er and 25 others. 

The city engineer roported tho revised 
sewer assessments on certain streets aud 
the city treasurer was authorized to col- 
lect tho same. 

Alderman Hunt for the sewer com- 
mittee moved that a sewer be laid on 
I Germaine street and a hearing was 
ordered for July 24th. 

FIRE ALARM HONK*. 

(Mi motion of Alderman Kumery the 
order appropriating $7"-') for new fire 
i alarm boxes was taken from the table. 

Alderman Thompson asked what kiud 
of boxes this order provided for. 

1 Alderman Rummy said the order hud 
been given to the Municipal company. 

Alderman Bothfeld expiessed surprise 
at this, as it was contrary to the proper 
course, although lie appreciated the fact 
that the committee hail acted with the 
best of in tout ions. Whether tiie city 
I was held by their action was a question, 
not teeliug sure about it, lie would move 
• to refer to the city solicitor. 

Alderman Plummer said it was given 
ouly subject to the approval of their 
bond by the city solicitor. 

Alderman Thompson said he could uot 
hee how the city was liable, us this was 
no contract.

THE GILDEA CASE. 


A POISONING THEORY INVESTIGATED BY 
THE POLICE. 

Medical Examiner Mead does not’eon- 
eider an autopay necessary in tbo case of 
Charles Gildea wiio died under such 
peculiar circumstances last Friday even- 
ing. 

He viowed tho remains immediately 
after the body was found, and determined 
that it wna a case of heart diaenae. 

A burial permit was issued nnd tho re- 
mains were intoned at Newton Lower 
Falla. 

The police have investigated the case 
thoroughly. Although they believe that 
no foul play was attempted, several cir- 
cumstances connected with the death of 
Gildea it was thought best to investi- 
gate. 

Deceased was found lying beside his 
team on Tremont street about 5 o’clock 
Friday evening. Ho was lifted iuto the 
wagon and driven in the direction of 
Lower Falls, where ho resides. 

When Crowell’s mills on Church street, 
this city, was reached, lie was found to 
be in a dying condition, and passed away 
before medical assistance could be sum- 
moned, and before he could bo removed 
from the wngou. 

It was found that Gildea had told a 
fellow teamster, a few minutes before 
bis death, that he Lad taken a drink 
from a bottle on the street and that he 
had been poisoned. 

Several persons were found who stated 
that they had veen Gildea drink out of 
the bottle. 

The police know the man who ottered 
the drink, and are certain from his 
character and reputation, aud from the 
utter absence of any motive for such a 
crime, that there was no attempt at foul 
play. 

Sunday afternoon a bottle was found 
near tho spot where Gildea was found, 
which contained with about a gill ot 
whiskey an ad-mixture of oither carbolic 
acid or creosote. The bottle was one 
used to put up Mellin’s food of the pint 
variety and had a wide opening at the 
top. 

There is no proof that this was the 
bottle out of which Gildea drank. 

The general opinion is that Gildea was 
suffering from beat prostration. 

In his condition it is thought the 
quality of cheap liquor might prove 
fatal. 

Gildea was feeling sick when ho left 
his borne at Newton Lower Falls in the 
morning, and his employer, Mr. Warren, 
says that ho had been working hard. 

The only other circumstance which 
may bo called suspicious is the fact that 
the undertaker found burns on tho man’s 
chin, which might have been caused by 
acid, when he prepaied the remaius for 
burial.

HUNTING ASTEROIDS. 

Asiront*ilral Spoi l That In Being nohhr«l 
of Part of It# Pleasure. 

TVro wasn time when tho hunting of 
asteroid i was the athletic sport with 
which the tired astronomer refreshed liia 
mind and muscles. Wearied with pro- 
longed calculations ns to tho weight of a 
ton of coals on tho surface of Jupiter or 
the density of beer on tho surface of tho 
sixth moon of Uranus and with his 
right arm and fingers cramped and 
numbed from tho excessive use of chalk 
nnd blackboard, tho astronomer would 
take his telescope and in the bright, crisp 
winter night stalk tho timid asteroid 
through the starry jungles of tho skies. 

It was not often that ho made a suc- 
cessful bag. Sometimes lie would hunt 
night after night for weeks before cap- 
turing a single asteroid, but he was al- 
ways buoyed up by tho hope of game, 
and when lie did bring down an aste- 
roid with his breechloading reflector, 
his small but handy refractor, and was 
enabled to make a present of its ele- 
ments to a favorite fellow astronomer 
ho was indeed a proud and happy man. 

But this fine old astronomical sport is 
at an end. The asteroid trapper with his 
photographic trap is abroad, and there 
is every reason to believo that in tho 
course of a very few years at the fur- 
thest every existing asteroid will lmvo 
been captured. 

Tho method of tho trapper is as simple 
as it is unsportsmanlike. He sets liis 
camera at nightfall and goes homo to his 
family until the following morning. A 
clockwork attachment gives n motion tg 
tho camera identical with the apparent 
motion of the fixed stars, so that the im- 
ages of the letter ngyer vary their places 
on the sensitive plate. 

When, however, the trapper finds a 
faint but prolonged lino of light extend- 
ing over tlie plate, he knows that it is 
tho trail of no asteroid, and he at onco 
proceeds to complete its capture by giv- 
ing it a name and calculating its ele- 
ments. 

Tho unsuspecting asteroids who lmd 
long ago grown shy of the telescope have 
not yet discovered tho existence of tho 
camera traps, and they are captured in 
alnrming numbers. It is quite usual for 
a trapper to report the capture of four 
or five asteroids in a single night. 

It is true that he rarely makes any dis- 
tinction between the traces made by an 
asteroid and the mnrks on the plate due 
to imperfections in the emulsion or 
to scratches made during development. 
In his greed lie treats all marks as as- 
teroids that come to his trap, and there 
can bo no doubt that a certain propor- 
tion of tho asteroids recently named and 
given a place in the solar system lmvo no 
existence outside of the photographic 
plate, where tho trapper fancied that he 
hnd detected their trail. 

Still it is evident that the traps are 
nightly capturing an enormous number 
of asteroids, and unless something is 
dono for their preservation this variety 
of celestial game will sooner or later be- 
come as extinct as the American buffalo. 

To tho average man it may seem to he 
a matter of very little consequence how 
asteroids are captured, but to those who 
are familiar with astronomers and who 
have their welfare and that of their 
wives and families at heart the prospect 
that legitimate asteroid hunting is about 
to become impossible is alarming. 

If the tired astronomer can no longer 
keep up his health and spirits by heat- 
ing tho milky way for asteroids his 
health must inevitably suffer. Physi- 
cians aro agreed that astronomy, if 
habitually indulged in, is peculiarly ex 
lmusting to the nerves. Indeed the con- 
firmed nml excessive astronomer is in- 
variably irritable aud quarrelsome, even 
in spite of the tonic influence of asteroid 
hunting. 

If that resource should no longer ho 
open to him, his condition will he simply 
pitiable, and such a thing as an astro- 
nomic homo will ho utterly unknown. 
The astronomer’s only recreation will he 
found in contradicting tho theories and 
denying the discoveries of other astrono- 
mers, and the meeting of an astronomic- 
al society would bo a scene of wild up- 
roar mingled with flying slates and 
lumps of chalk. — Washington Star. 


Tilt* Ago of tlio Earth. 

Tho earth’s age, like that of tho pro- 
verbial spinster, must, I suppose, bo 
deemed uncertain, or at least (as in the 
cu6o of the census paper) we must allow 
a fair margin for probabilities. The geolo- 
gists on the one hand aro supposed to 
uiako very big drafts indeed on the hank 
over which Father Time presides; while 
the physicists on the other hand insist 
on more moderate demands being formu- 
lated. Tho latest explorer in this field 
of inquiry is Mr. Clarence King, a well 
known American geologist, who seems 
to lean to the side of tho physicists in this 
matter. Of course everybody starts with 
tho earth as a gaseous muss and every- 
body gets to the earth as a cooling globe, 
which is certain in time to become a 
burnt out cinder like tho moon. 

From researches on tho effects of heat 
and pressure as applied to a cooling orb, 
Mr. King concludes that Lord Kelvin’s 
estimate of the earth’s age is very uear 
the murk. According to Mr. King the 
ago of our world is to be set down us not 
exceeding some 24,000,000 years, which, 
I venture to say, is so entirely unthinka- 
ble u number that nobody muy feel in- 
tellectually perturbed if u few millions 
more he added or u few millions he sub- 
tracted from the amount. — Dr. Andrew 
Wilson iu London Illustrated News.

Wi‘ii<l«‘U Phillips hm-a Lecturer. 

Wendell Phillips as a lecturer, and 
apart from his extraordinary power ns a 
convention orator on occasions, was 
quite the most interesting, the most con- 
vincing, tho most polished and delight- 
ful platform speaker that America has 
produced. Ho owed his success to his 
wit, to the most felicitous and incisive 
vocabulary, to tho most melodious nnd 
entriuicipg voice and to his perfect cum- 
maim of himself and nil his resources. 
Ho was newf slovenly. He always 
brought his best thought most carefully 
arranged to his audience, nnd lie never 
met an audience, even one hostile to him 
and his opinions, that lie could not at 
length subdue to his potent influence. 
Nothing was left to chance. 

He would no more have produced an 
unfinished lecture than a great artist 
would have exhibited an unfinished pic- 
ture. Ho respected his audience, and 
tlio audience alwuys felt this. The sym- 
pathy that he gained from it, even when > 
it disagreed with him, was tho more re- 
markable because ho never, or rarely 
ever, improvised. Yet he had such con- 
summate art that lie seemed to he im- 
provising, tho golden words apparently 
dropping freshly coined from the bril- 
liant mint of his mind. He was eloquent 
without a single hurst of cheap rhetoric, i 
And of all orators on tho platform he 
was the most convincing and plausible 
for the hour.— Charles Dudley Warner 
in Harper's.

In paddling up the smaller rivers of 
Guiana tho visitor is struck with tho 
beuuty and variety of tho orchids aud 
other epiphytes perched on every limb 
aud branch above his head. Coining 
from a temperate climate, where only 
mosses, lichens and perhaps a fern or 
two can live under such circumstances, 
ho sees great arums with rosettes of 
leaves six or eight feet in diameter, 
crowded groups of hard leaved tilland- 
sias, mistletoelike bunches of rhipsalis, 
orchids, ferns and mosses, all struggling 
for places where they can find room to 
enjoy life and propagate their sjiecies. 

In the dense gloom of the forest, where 
the branches interlace with each other, 
they cannot secure enough light, hut 
wherever the continuity is broken by 
river or savannah the trees on the bor- 
ders are decorated with a wealth of these 
interesting plants. From the river noth- 
ing hut a sloping lunik of foliage is vis- 
ible, but by paddling through the outer 
screen which conies down into tho wa- 
ter, a very pretty scene is revealed over- 
head. Although tlio direct rays of the 
sun are shut out, there is generally suf- 
ficient light for the epiphytes, and here 
they give quite u festive appeurauce to ! 
what would otherwise be a tangle of 
hare limbs and brandies. — Longman’s

able accommodations as easily and ns 
cheaply as in other large cities. Ho gave 
enthusiastic pictures of the fair, nnd es- 
pecially of the German and French ex- 
hibits. the unity and skillful arrange- 
ment of which contrasted singularly 
with the go-as-you-please methods of the 
English. — Springfield Republican. 

Imprisoned Miners Tram Oat* 

Fifty -eight miners dripping wet and 
much the worse for a very singular and 
remarkable experience underground, 
crawled from the mouth of the old slope 
of the Marshall mine nnd seemed to he 
generally satisfied that they had been 
nblo to find a way out. The men were 
threatened with imprisonment, and but 
for tho old workings would have had a 
siege, 

The engine nt the Marshall broke 
down suddenly, stopping the cages about 
the middle of tho shaft, which is 200 feet 
deep, nnd imprisoning all of the 58 men 
at work. They had no way of exit with 
tho exception of walking a mile and a 
half under ground to tho old slope 
which had very fortunately been con- 
nected with the Marshall by an under- 
ground tunnel about a year ago. 

This they all set out to do, and upon 
emerging from tho mouth of the old 
slope they were very much "drowned 
out” from having been obliged to wade 
nnd swim through water and mud four 
to six feet deep. The experience is said 
to have been anything hut pleasant. — 
Louisville Cor. Colorado Sun. 


Kidnaped l>y Indians. 

It is just 10 years since the small chil- 
dren of Tlu.mas Schless, a hoy nnd girl, 
were lost at Medford, this state, while 
on an errand for their mother, nnd all 
hope of finding them was given up by 
their parents, as neighbors searched tho 
woods for two days without a trace of 
them. It was supposed that they had 
been destroyed by wild animals. It 
seems now that they were not lost, hut 
stolen by Indians. The hoy recently es- 
caped and lias been working on a farm 
near Mishit ott. He speaks the Indian 
language fluently, hut very little Eng- 
lish, and it is only through words dropped 
here and there to his employer, who hap- 
pened to he acquainted with his folks, 
that he finally recognized him. His fa- 
ther arrived yesterday from Medford. 
Tho hoy says he knows where his sister 
is, nnd she will also probably he found. 
The hoy was 5 nnd the girl 7 years old 
when they disappeared. — Wisconsin Cor.

Imprisoned In Their Cyclone Pit. 

In Hart county, Ga.. there lives a 
family by the name of Finley, who dug 
a storm pit in tho front yard. They 
fitted it up with heavy doors, ventilation 
tubes nnd furniture to make it comfort- 
able for a day’s abode if necessary.

THE BOULEVARD HEARING. 


The lieariug on taking laud for the 
mew boulevard was remarkable in the 
unanimity of sentiment among all who 
appeared. They all favored the scheme, 
although, as is always the case, there 
-were objections from some of the pro- 
perty owners affected. No great public 
improvement was ever projected, how- 
ever, without inconveniencing a greater 
or less number of persons, and tbo fact 
that only four property owners found 
fault with the lay out shows that the 
great majority were well satisfied, and 
that the preliminary work has been care- 
fully done. 

The hearing was an interesting one, 
nnd seemed to icllcot the general senti- 
ment of the citizens, who have great 
hopes of this improvement, in its effects 
upon the future development of the city. 
Many important features were brought 
out, such as the boulevard being the 
connecting line between the park system 
•of Boston proper, and the Metropolitan 
Park System which is to include the pro- 
posed parks in Auburndalo, Weston and 
Waltham. This will make the boulevard 
an important thoroughfare, aud will help 
to assure its success. The great extent 
of territory thus opened up can not help 
boiug popular with those seekiug homes 
in ‘the suburbs, as the laud is tbo most 
•desirable in Newton for building pur- 
poses. 

The hearing was admirably mauaged 
by Mayor Feuno, all sides were given 
full opportunity to speak, aud perfect 
fairness was shown to all. Real or 
imaginary grievances could bo aired at as 
great length as the possessors desired, 
and yet uot one of the speakers had any 
objections to make to the boulevard it- 
self. 

This measure marks an important de- 
parture in Newton, as heretofore there 
has beeu no concerted action among 
owners of real estate, but each ouo has 
laid out streets to suit himself, aud has 
grudgingly given the smallest portion of 
land possible, with the result that al- 
though many of the streets have come to 
be popular thoroughfares, there is uot 
one of even respectable width. It shows 
the effect of the policy of individualism 
where carr; id out to its logical conse- 
quences, and furnishes a strong argu- 
ment for the believers in socialism, 
-when public matters are managed from 
a jrablic and uot from a private stand- 
point, We have followed the worst 
possible plan, hitherto, for the develop- 
ment of a city, beginning from the early 
days of the town. The reason for the 
• ‘•narrowness of the old streets is that in 
old days no one ever expected that New- 
ton would ever be anything but a fann- 
ing town, although it is surprising that 
the old residents left their main high- 
nvays from towns above leading to Bos- 
ton in such a restricted state. Hut for 
years it has beeu evident that the city 
wiiH destined to be a populous one, and 
yet tbo new streets were laid out on the 
same economical pattern as the old ones, 
so that we can not justly cast aspersious 
on the old settlers. 

With the uew boulevard making a 
wide thoroughfare through the city, a 
more enlightened policy ought to be 
begun, especially as some of the older 
streets will soon have to be widened at 
great expeuse. The preliminary work 
takes a good deal of time, aud another 
Shearing for the beuefit of the property 
owners whose residences were uot found 
in time to serve a legal uotice, will be 
held on the 24' h. As most of these are 1 
outsiders it is not probable that the hear- j 
ing will be anything more than a formal 
one, aud after that the city council can j 
take action on the matter. 


The lire committee »eem to thiuk it is 
an unprecedented thing for the City 
* Joum.il to decide against a committee, 1 
but old members of the City Govern | 
naeot could tell them differently. It may 
ml be the usual course but it has often 
(been done, aud committees have lived 
through it and in time been happy again. 
There was the report of (Ire committee 
u favor of lighting the whole city by 
• electricity, wbeu electric lights were 
f uruisbed by a tival of the gas company. 
'The committee voted iu favor of 
electricity, but the City Council decided 
(gainst them. Then there was the fa tn- 
^d* contest over the police signal syttem, 
which still lingers iu the miuds of the 
ity Marshal; the committee voted iu 
•avor of the Municipal system aud the 
' Aiy Council decided to buy the Game- 
well . ysiein. There are numberless less 
/a. miliar iustiuce-, but tbe pieseut lire 


committee can fool satisfied that they 
are in excellent company, and that other 
men liavo gono through their experience 
and are still honored and respected 
citizens. The City Council can take a 
broader view of a situation than a com- 
mitteo, and aro less apt to bo affected by 
any bias of personal feeling. Just now 
there is a curious muddle over the now 
fire alatm boxes. It was shown Monday 
night that the committee had ordered 
the Municipal boxes, without waiting for 
the City Council to authorize them to do 
so. This was not a proper thing to do, 
of course, and if the members had had a 
longer experience in city affairs they 
would not have taken such hasty action, 
hut as it is no harm has been done, as 
the company in question has sufficient 
experience in legislative affairs to know 
that such an order was not legal. Mon- 
day night the aldermeu passed an order 
directing tbo committee to buy the 
Gamewell boxes, but nt the request of 
the committee it was afterwards ro 
sci tided and roferred back to the com- 
mittee, so that there would not be such 
a dull thud about the affair. It is to be 
hoped the committeo wdl be able to get 
things straightened out, in the near 
future. The majority of the board are 
evidently of tbe opinion that it is not 
wise for tbe city to try any experiments 
with regard to our fire alarm system, 
which has so far worked perfectly. 


There is something being said about 
the Couucillorship from this district, in 
the event of Mr. Loesou deciding to re- 
tire. But the mere hint of such a thing 
bas brought out a strong pressure upon 
him to accept another term, as the 
prominent party men realize the import- 
ance of keeping such a man in such a 
position. The Council ceased to be a 
political issue, largely through the in- 
fluence of Mr. Leesou and his friends 
upon the board, aud questions that come 
before it are sure of a fair aud impartial 
hearing. The Council is not in politics 
as much as formerly, and by so much it 
is regaining public respect. It may be a 
useless appendage to our state govern- 
ment aud that its work could be done by 
other branches, as in other states, but as 
loug as wo have it. the wise thing is to 
make it respected, and that can only be 
doue by choosing men of high character. 

The office entails a good deal of hard 
work, and the occupauts get but little 
honor, but the work is of a highly im- 
portant nature, and in past years wo 
have seen the folly of making it a sort of 
hospital for those who have failed iu 
securing more brilliant political prizes. 
Ft>r these reasons Mr. Leoson should be 
prevailed upon to serve auother year, 
and the Counoil would certainly have 
difficulty in finding a wiser leader than 
he has been. 


Attorney General Pillsbury has 
signified his williugness to accept the 
nomination for the governorship, and he 
is the first choice of many Republicans, 
who believe in getting the best man 
possible for such an important office. 
The second choice is Lt. Gov. Wolcott, 
who has grown in public favor by bis 
manly performance of his duties the 
present year, and who is one of tho best 
officials we have had in recent years. It 
is in part due to his iutluence that the 
petty issues fathered by David Hall Rico 
have subsided, and the latter gentleman 
has dropped out of public notice. With 
so many aspirauts after the first place on 
the ticket, the contest is likely to be a 
very worm one. Mr. Greenhalge has 
many supporters, but his habit of put- 
ting his foot in his mouth, as one critic 
of his speeches describes it, has injured 
him with the people. Mr. Han’s popu- 
larity is not of a character to spread out 
over the state, and Mr. Whiting is too 
far away from the centre of politics. 
There is some talk of Congressman 
Cogswell, aud some mention of ex Sena- 
tor Dawes, but is probably more compii 
men tar y than real. 


The records of tbe postoffice depart- 
ment show that during tho first four 
mouths of tbe present administration 
ending July 4, the total number of presi- 
dential postmasters appointed was 434, 
against 578 appointed during the first 
four mouthB of Mr. Harrison's adminis- 
tration, and 323 duriug the first four 
months of Mr. Cleveland's former ad 
miuistratiou. During tbe first four | 
months of th'e present administration 
there were 0730 fourth-class postmasters 
appoin'ed on resignations aud death, 
and 3220 on removals, making a total ot 
8900. The number appointed on resigna 
tious aud dqatb during tbe corresponding I 
period of Mr. Harrison’s administration 


was 3049. nnd on removals 7400, making 
a total of 11.109. 


Watertown may not hnve any public 
parks worthy of tho name, but sho bas 
secured a position on tho Metropolitan 
Park Commission for one of her citizens, 
Mr. A. L. Richards. There is a good 
doul of surprise over the selection of a 
Watertown man, when other towns aro 
so much moie interested iu the matter, 
and have sot asido scoros of acres for 
parks, while Watertown hns only set 
asido a few feet on one bank of tho 
Charles, snd glvon it a namo almost ns 
big ns tbo pnrk itself. Perhaps, how- 
ever, Mr. Richards will prove himself to 
be a man of sufficiently broad tonden- 
cios to justify his appointment. 


The Republican convention is called 
for October 7th, nn unusually late date, 
and Mayor Bancroft of Cambridge is 
namod as the chairman, with Governor i 
Robinson ns chairman of the committee 
on resolutions. Evidently it is to bo a 
short campaign, but thero will be all the 
timo necessary, and tho experience of tho 
past few years has not been such as to 
show much benefit from too much time 
between tho convention and election day. 


Hkhe is a query that some one should 
give some thought When alterations 
aro made in a city ordinance wtiy are not 
the police patrolmen directly notified of 
such change? They are expected to bo 
thoroughly conversant with the city 
ordinances, but no direct official notifi- 
cation is placed in their hands when a 
change affecting an ordinance is made. 


The residents of Elm street are before 
tho City Council with petitions to Inyo 
their street widened. It is one of tho 
narrowest streets iu the city and is so 
dangerous on account of the car tracks j 
that it is avoided as much as possible by 
all who drive in that vicinity.

Instead of it run by night in nn open 
bout from tho French const to tho shores 
of Hampshire, Sussex, Essex or Kent, wo 
lmvo to content ourselves in these prosaic 
times with petty attempts to cheat tho 
revenue, for which women are more fre- 
quently responsible* than men. Such an 
incident oneo happened at Belfast, where 
nn Irishwoman named Mary McMahon 
was brought to the police court charged 
with keeping whisky on premises which 
tvero unlicensed. Sergeant Jones de- 
bused that lie went into the defendant’s 
house nml found a woman named Gray- 
ton, who was seated before tho firo. 
Upon searching her the sergeant came 
Upon 36 bottles of porter and two bot tles 
of whisky stowed away iu her petti- 
coats. To the inexpressible amusement j 
of the spectators the sergeant produced | 
the peccant garments in court. Each j 
petticoat was mndo of coarse sacking 
and was girt with innumerable pockets, 
nnd all of them lined with soft material 
so as to keep the bottles from clinking 
and possibly breaking each other. 

Unhappily tor poor Mary McMahon, 
the petticoats, whisky and porter were 
confiscated by the relentless police mag- 
istrate, and tho chief delinquent was 
sent to jail for three months. I onter- 
tain no doubt that the hearty sympathies 
of nine-tenths of those present in court 
went with Mary McMahon to limbo. 
There has, we fear, never been a time 
in Scotland or Ireland when surrepti- 
tious potheen and mountain dew which 
never paid a bawbee to the state excheq- 
uer did not, like stolen kisses, taste the 
sweeter because of their clandestine 
birth. »

Ho understood my intentions, and the 
moment we lifted him upon the horse he 
wrenched his arm free, threw off the 
noose, dropi>ed into the saddle, and giv- 
ing the animal a smart blow dashed 
through the crowd like a whirlwind, and 
in a few moments was beyond pursuit.

“ *1 not'd not tell yon of the anxious 
days and sleepless nights it has cost me.

I did not 
do that until l was satisfied you wore the 
safest one I could find.’ 

“As he spoke he opened a small bag 
which ho carried and took out three nr 
four vials to place upon the table.

She wus built at the Cove, (Que- 
bec, iu the winter of 1830-1, und during 
the season of 1832-3 plied between Que- 
kx o and i lalifax* In the latter i eason 
eh<< was M i»i fo London and tbi r< char* 
tered by the Portuguese government to 
transport troops intended for the service 
of the lute Dom Pedro to Bruzil. Re- 
turning in Loudou, she was sold to the 
Spanish government, by tho latter con- 
verted into u cruiser and employed 
against Don Curios iu the civil wur of 
1830, thus being tho first steumer to fire 
a hostile shot.— Toronto News.

SHADY NOOK FARM. 


A COUNTRY RESTING PLACE. 

Newfield, Maine, J uly ’03. 

If the readers of the Graphic will 
take the trouble to look up the words 
‘shady nook,” in the dictiouary, they 
will iind it means a sheltered corner. 
This name is well adapted to Shady 
Nook Farm in Newfield, Maine, which is 
certainly a quiet, restful retreat for the 
studout, teacher or man of business, who 
is wearied from the year’s labors and 
seeks some quiet spot to rest, recruit and 
lay up a new store of strength and 
vitality for tho coming winter’s work.

saw her drive up awhile ago. 

I thanked him, and on lookiug around 
see the team at tho farther end of the 
platform. I was greeted pleasantly by 
the lady, who is a neighbor of Mr. Davis, 
and procuring my baggago we are soon 
on the last stage of my journey.

Newton at the Fair. 

The Electrical Eugineer of July 5th, 
has the following iu regard to an im- 
portant Newton Industry: 

The Gameweli Fire Alarm Telegraph 
Company, of 1 1-2 Barclay street, New 
Y’ork, have a very comprehensive, as 
well as most attractive exhibit of their 
fire alarm aud police telegraph systems 
iu the east gallery of Electricity Build- 
ing. The company have followed the 
business of furnishing municipal tele- 
graphs for nearly forty years, so that t lie 
apparatus has had time to become pretty 
thoroughly known and cannot well be 
described under the head of “electric 
novelties ” The illustration gives a 
good idea of tho appearance of the space 
with its otfice aud fire tower aud the 
police and tire boxes connected with 
their indicators. Here is sliowu an 
automatic, nou-iuterference, six-circuit 
repeater with switchboard aud a galvan- 
ometer for each circuit indicating tbe 
pressure of current, as well as a ground 
detecting galvauometer fortestiug. The 
engine house equipment consists of 
gougs both plaiu and combined with 
indicators, aud also a chief’s “tapper,” 
a small signal gong for the chief's house 
giving him private intelligence of the 
location of a fire. 

On posts about tho space are non-inter- 
ference boxes. Some of these are oper- 
ated electro-mechauioally hv the simple 
disconnection of the hook, all other 
boxes on the line being shunted out 
while the one from which the first alarm 
is sent is operating. Others have a key- 
less door with a lever on the outside aud 
a loud warning bell that riugs when the 
lever is pulled calling tiie attention of

ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
PETROLEUM. 




Be It ordained by the City Council of the City of 
Newton, as follows: 

Section 1. Any person desiring to manufac- 
ture, refine, mix. store or keep for sale any oil or 
fluid, composed wholly or in part of any of the 
products of petroleum, in any place, except as 
provided in ilie seventy second section of chapter 
one hundred and two of the Public Statues, shall 
apply in writing for a license therefor, to the 
Board of Aldermen; and shall state In Ills appli- 
cation the place, buildimr, or part of a building, 
for which he desires a license, and whether he 
desires a license for manufacturing, refining and 
mixing said articles, or any of them, or a license 
for storing or keeping them, or both, Such appli- 
cation shall lie referred to tie Chief of the Fire 
Department, who shall, within one week from 
tlie time of such reference, examine, or cause to 
he exau lned by the Assistant Chi T, the place or 
building described in such application, and re- 
port in writing to the Board of Aldermen his 
opinion of the propriety of granting the license; 
but this section shall not apply to quantities not 
exceeding tif • y gallons kept by fund fits for their 

B rivate ure. nor to quantities not exceeding one 
undred gallons kept in manufactories for use on 
the premises. 

Sect. 2 No license shall be granted for manu- 
factoring, refining, iniximr, storing or keeping 
said articles, or any of them, upon any alley, 
sidewalk, sweet or wharf, nor upon any floor of a 
building above the first floor. 

Sect. 3. No license t hull he granted for mix- 
ing, storing or keeping crude petroleum or gaso- 
line in any part of a building above the oeLar, 
unless said articles are contained In metallic 
vessels securely closed. 

Sect. 4. No license 811411 be granted for, and 
no person shall keep for sale at retail, for illumi- 
nating purposes, refined petroleum, or any pro- 
duct of petroleum, unless the same lias be n in- 
spected and approved by an inspector duly 
authorized by some city or town in this Common- 
wealth. 

Sect. IS. Kxcept as hereinbefore provided, 
licenses may he granted for munutaoturing, re- 
fining, mixing, storing and keeping suid articles, 
or any of them, in cellars, or upon the tlrsi floor 
of buildings, or in other suitable Inca ities, in 
sucli quantities over one hundred gallous, and in 
■ noli a manner as the Mnaid of Aldermen may 
determine, except that no license shall lie grant- 
ed for manufacturing, refining, lulling, storing 
or keeping said articles or any of them upon the 
first floor ot auv building In a greater quantity 
than four hundred galloiis. unless the same be 
contained in metallic vessels securely closed, or 
the foundations aid walls of said building he 
of brick, stone or Iron, and the sills or walls of 
said building be built without apertures for a 
space of at least one foot above t lie floor. 

Sect. 0. There shall bo expressed in said li- 
cense the name of the person to whom t lie license 
is grunted, mid whether he is pet milted to manu 
fact m e, refine and mix said articles, or any of 
them, or to store or keep them, or belli; and a 
description of the place, maiding, or pari of a 
building licenses, ami any limitations upon the 
quantity of said articles, or any of them, which 
may he manufactured, refined, mixed, stored or 
kept therein, or upou the manner of manufac 
turlng. refining, mixing, storing or kiepmg i lie 
same; which the Hoard of Aldertuen may in eat h 
case see lit lo impose; and any |Kirson so licensed 
may manufacture, retina, mix, store or keep said 
articles, or any of thorn, according to the terms 
of his llceuse, either on his own account or on 
account of any other person. 

So t. 7. Any person holding such a license 
•hull allow the Chief of the Fire Department, 
or Assistant Chief, or any inspector apuoluud 
by the Hoard of Aldermoi’, to elite’- the premises 
described in the license, and take such samples 
of oils, and make such examinations of the 
premises us said Chief or iusiieetors deem ex- 
iiedient. Aliy violation ot the terms of said 
license shall work a revocation of the same, and 
the Board of Aldermeu may revoke sucli license 
at any time. 

8kot. 8. The Chief of tho Fire Department 
shall make complaint to the Police Court of 
N'ewlou of all violations of the p> minions of 
sei tloti seven of »ha ter Atty-ume, or 
of sections sixty-nine to seventy five, in- 
clusive, of chapter one hundred and twe 
of the Public Statutes, and tiling suits in 
the name of the Major of the c ty against all 
persons who manufacture, refine mix, store or 
keep for sale any oil or fluid composed wholly or 
in part of tlie products of petroleum, without the 
llcoufe required by ibis ohap'or.

BTRKKT RAILWAY LOCATION ON CENTRE 
STREET OPPOSED— REWARD OFFERED 
FOR JULY 4TI1 INCENDIARIES. 

The mayor presided Monday evening 
at a special meeting of the city govern- 
ment and all were present except Aider- 
man Emerson. 

A communication from Chief Bixby 
asking that No. 1 Truck house and No. 

8 Engine house he connected with tho 
sewer, was referred. 

A communication from the N. E. 
Telephone A Telegraph Co., embodying 
nu acceptance of a location on Washing- 
ton street as required by previous order 
of tho board was presented. 

Alderman Roffe, after bearing tbo 
order road, asked Mr. J. N. Kellar. who 
was present, if tho acceptance answered 
all the requirements of the order. 

Mr. Kellar believed it did. Tbo ac- 
ceptance was made according to tho re- 
quirements'of the statues and ho thought 
it would accord with the city ordinances. 
There were only four out of 111 ex- 
changes, who required any acceptance, 
and this was one of them. 

’ Alderman Bothfold asked if this ac- 
ceptance was not drawn up different 
from the usual way. 

Mr. Keller said tbo city had never re- 
quired an acceptance before. It was 
drawn the same as they drew all accept- 
ances. 

Alderman Roffe then moved that the 
acceptance be received and referred to 
the city solicitor, which was voted. 

Eliza A. Bowers of Harvard street, 
through an attorney, notified the board 
of injuries received from the defective 
condition of Cabot street. Referred. 

The petroleum ordinance came up, 
passed to be ordained, and was referred 
to the committee on enrolled ordinances. 

AN INTERESTING HEARING. 

At 7.30 o’clock a hearing was opened 
on the petition of the Newton & Boston 
street railway, for location of tracks 
and poles on Contro street from Beacon 
to Willow streets. 

President Parker appeared for the 
company, showing a plan of the location 
asked for, and explaining that the pres- 
ent terminuB did not sufficiently accom- 
modate their patrons. The cars were 
not in sight of the depot, which made it 
more difficult to locate them, but if they 
were allowed to run on Centre street 
they could easily be seen. 

Mr. E. H. Mason was present and 
asked if there was any petition favoring 
such chang. 

Mr. Parker said a number of business 
men had expressed themselves as in 
favor of tho location asked and as afford- 
ing much better accommodation to the 
publio. 

Mr, Mason asked if the loop line was 
necessary. 

Mr. Parker would not object if they 
did Dot get the loop line. They were 
working simply in the interests of the 
public, and some hau expressed a prefer- 
ence for the loop line. 

Mr. Frank Edmands thought Mr. 
Parker was in error when stating the 
cars could not be seen from the depot, 
and they would not be any more visible 
if on Centre street. 

Mr. Mason in summing np the opposi- 
tion to granting a location to a street 
railway did not think it necessary to go 
into a repetition of what had been said 
in the past. lie took the ground on 
general principles against allowing the 
use of narrow streets for street railways. 
No street less than 80 feet in width 
should be used by them. Then the 
matter of street railways was beiug con- 
sidered by the boulevard commission aud 
ho believed, with a large majority of citi- 
zens that their report should be re- 
ceived before any further locations were 
granted by the city government. Re- 
garding the case in question, publio nec- 
essity did not require cars on Centre 
street and the public were well accom- 
modated now. 

Mr. Parker was surprised at the op- 
position to the location. The company 
did not care to press tho matter, which 
might be adjusted between the company 
and remonstrauts. He asked if there 
would be objections to running the cars 
as far as Station street. 

Mr. Edmands believed there were even 
then great objections in the danger to 
children who would have to cross the 
tracks in goiug to school. Bis views 
further coincided with those of Mr. 
Mason. He presented an earnest re- 
monstrance from Col. Edward H. Has- 
kell. 

Messrs. W. C. Bray and W. U. Phil- 
brick objected to the Centre street loca- 
tion, their reasons beiag similar to those 
previously expressed. 

Mr. A. L. Harwood thought the public 
were now sufficiently accommodated and 
nothing should be done until the boule- 
vard commission report. There is a 
feeling that this boulevard commission 
are men of far reaching views and the 
speaker believed the city had never done 
anything which would have a more far 
reaching influence in the future of New- 
ton than this commission. 

Mr. W. B. Young said the loop line 
first proposed would surround two 
school houses and compel 5<X) children to 
cross the tracks four times daily. 


An order, that the reeelp’s from dog 
taxes, amounting to #2045.18 bo added to 
tho school appropriation was passed. 

Alderman Thompson presented an 
order appropriating #11(X) to finish off a 
room in the Thompsonville school bouse 
for school purposes, but after some dis- 
cussion the order was withdrawn.

FIRE ALARM BOXES. 

An order came up from the common 
council with an amendment, which struck 
out an appropriation of $375 for the pur- 
chase of five Gamowell fire alarm signal 
boxes, and appropriated the ssme 
amount for the purchase of five signal 
boxes made by the Municipal Fire A 
Police Telegraph Company. Alderman 
Thompson moved to table. Alderman 
Bothfeld asked how the order came to 
be in the council chamber, wlieu the 
order was previously recommitted to the 
police committee by the alderman. The 
order could only appear there unless 
through tho committee, and their report 
would properly come first to the alder- 
men tor aetion. 

After some discussion on the point 
raised, Alderman Plummer took the 
floor. 

He thought the patience of the com- 
mittee, the board and the community 
had bden sufficiently taxed in tho mat- 
ter of fire alarm boxes. The board had 
heard about the lawsuits, and bickerings 
betweon the two companies, and he 
wishei something definite could be ar- 
rived at and ‘‘bury that thing forever.” 

A vote was then taken on Alderman 
Thompson’s motion to table, which was 
lost. The question then came on a con- 
currance with the council. 

Alderman Bothfeld asked Chief Bixby 
if the boxes wore really needed at pres- 
ent. 

The chief said there was no more 
exigency now than for six months past. 

HI3 OPINION AT SEA. 

Alderman Bothfeld continuing said 
it would be a good idea to save the 
money and not get the boxes at all. 
This seems to have sifted down to a con- 
test between the two companies. He 
had thought best not to advocate a 
change. He had received letters from 
many insurance men and others, but had 
been sorry to find afterwards that these 
expert opinions bad been worked up. 
He found insurance experts nnd fire ex- 
perts differed in opinion, regarding a 
mixed system. Some believed It worked 
barm and others that it was equ illy as 
good as a regular system. This variance 
iu the opinion of experts had destroyed 
any opinion he formerly had Regarding 
the matter and he believed the best way 
would now be to connect one Municipal 
box with t lie Gamewell system in New- 
ton, and submit it to a test before the 
members of the city government. 

Alderman Thompson said it had been 
thrown iu his face that it was his bread 
and butter to vote against the Municipal 
boxes. He Baid ho voted igainst the 
Municipal box on general principles and 
it the position of the two companies 
were reversed lie should vote just the 
same against the Gamewell. One com- 
pany had served the city satisfactorily 
for years and he saw no reason for inter- 
fering with the efficiency of the present 
service. 

Alderman Bothfeld tlieu moved to 
table tbo order which was done aud a 
motion carried to have the fire com- 
mittee ai range for a trial test of the 
Municipal box ou the fire alarm system. 

Alderman Plummer roportod the the 
ordinance well aud trully enrolled aud it 
w'us passed to be ordained. 

INCENDIARIES WANTED. 


Mnyhue claimed when ho hired the 
lodgings that the woman was his wife. 
It was subsequently ascertained that tho 
woman was the wife of a wealthy Boston 
baker, and that her paramour had given 
an assumed name. It was discovered 
that ho was a Boston physician, having a 
largo practice at tho North End. He was 
a man about 55 years of age, and has 
been a familiar figuro in Boston for the 
past 30 years. 

The woman was about 40 years of age 
and very fino looking. When she lived 
with Mayhue in this city two of her 
young children resided with her. They 
occupied apartments in tho top story of 
the lodging house, but lived quite luxu- 
riously, having, apparently, nil the com- 
forts that money could procure. 

When tho woman died she was attend- 
ed by one of the most reputable physi- 
cians of Boston, and death was the result 
of a natural cause, there being not tho 
slightest ground for suspicion of foul 
play. In fact, there was no mystery con- 
nected with the death. Owing to I ho 
desire of tho woman’s husband, for tho 
sake of his family, to keep the niattor 
quiet, the crooked chapter of her life 
was kept a secret, and the wronged hus- 
band took charge of the remains and 
made arrangements for the interment. 

Mayhue left Newton immediately after 
her death, returning to Boston, where ho 
still resides. When lie departed he took 
property of his mistress, of considerable 
value. Later he save up the property to 
the woman’s husband. 

The Newton undertaker who prepared 
the woman’s body for interment says 
that a proper death certificate was re- 
turned, and that tho woman gave birth to 
a large child. The infant lived only a 
short time. 

The Mayhue connected with the affair 
is not the Dr. Moyer now under arrest in 
Detroit, according to the belief and best 
judgment of those most familiar with 
the above given. The parties concerned 
are well known, and their former land- 
lord and tho undertakers are willing to 
give the names aud tho full facts to the 
public, if it can be shown that Mayhue 
and Dr. Meyer are one and the same per- 
son. As they do not believe it, they aie 
unwilling to disclose tho identity of tho 
doctor and the woman’s huBband. not be- 
cause of any sympathy for the physician 
who played such a disgraceful role but 
to protect the woman’s husband aud the 
members of his family.

Two largo npplo trees aland fiiclo by 
plde In an orclmnl not far from Sydney. 
On ono linng fruit which looked like 
balls of gold i:i tlio sunlight. Tlio np- 

g les on the neighboring treo wore a 
right red. Ono day the owner of the 
orchard sent his n on to pick the fruit. 
It was to ho Rent to tho World’s fair, 
And he followed them out among tho 
frees to rpo that tho work was properly 
done. When at last tho apples were 
(packed in tho barrels, tho fruitgrower 
decided that thoso two barrels should 
leparato in the orchard and not meet 
igain until on the exhibition table in the 
lorticultural building at the fair. Tho 
red apples were to go east, and the yel- 
low apples were to go west. 

Tho golden fruit was loaded into a 
hteamer and started toward tho Suez 
canal, while tho red fruit was started 
(the same day in a vessel across the Pa- 
cific ocean. Tho fruit grower marked 
“'No delay. Perishable goods,” con- 
spicuously on each barrel. He wanted 
to ascertain which was tho quickest 
jronte to the World’s fair. The barrel 
®f yellow apples passed through tlio 
iCanal, through tho Mediterranean sea. 
[dp tho English channel, and finally 
reached London. Here it was taken 
from the boat and sent by Railroad to 
Liverpool. Then tho barrel of Now 
South Wales fruit was loaded into an 
ocean racer and started on its way 
across the Atlantic to New York, whence 
it came to Chicago by railroad. It was 
{just GO days to an hour when Thomas 
Pugh, tho assistant general snperin- 
{tendent of the New South Wales ex- 
hibit, received it. 

I In the meantime the red apples had 
(crossed the Pacific ocean to San Frarv 
cisco in 20 days. Then they were sent 
by freight to Chicago. After numerous 
delays along tlio way tho apples arrived. 
They bad been 53 days on the way and 
had been admired by World’s fair visit- 
ors for almost two weeks before tho 
golden apples which grew on the tree 
beside them in Australia were placed on 
china plates and sot on the tablo beside 
them in the New South Wales fruit dis- 
play. — Chicago Record. 


New line For Spring Chickens. 

! Should the little daughter of Mr. Ca- 
lissi ever recover she owes her lifo to an 
Italian violinist in the city. Suffering 
as she is with brain fever and tho doc- 
tors giving up all hope of her recovery, 
this morning she spoke the first word

Teeth of tlio Reaver. 

The beaver is armed with two long 
cliiselliko teeth in each jaw. These 
teeth are exceedingly powerful and are 
to a heaver what an ax is to a woods- 
man. Ono such tooth taken from the 
lower jaw of a medium sized skull (they 
can ho removed without difficulty, un- 
like tho most of ours) is bent into near- 
ly a semicircle and measures 5 inches 
along its outer curve. Only ono inch of 
this length projects from tho skull. Tho 
corresponding ono from the upper jaw 
is bout into moro than a complete half 
circle and measures upon its outer face 
4 inches, of which less than an iuoh 
protrudes from its bone casing. In 
width each tooth is five-eighths of an 
inch. Examination of ono of them re- 
veals the secret of how a beaver can per- 
form such f *ats ns chopping down a 
birch tree 10 inches in diameter, not to 
speak of softer woods, like tho bass- 
wood, of much greater size. 

The tooth is composed of two mate- 
rials. Along the outer face or front of 
the tooth is a thin plate of exceedingly 
hard enamel. On the inner, forming the 
body of the tooth, is a substance called 
dentine. The dentine, being softer, wears 
away with uso. Tho thin enamel re- 
mains comparatively unworn, so that 
the tooth assumes the shape of a keen 
chisel that never grows dull. The tooth 
is hollow at the base for half its length 
and is filled with a nourishing substance 
which keeps it constantly growing. — St. 
Nicholas.

I'oltery of tlio American Indiana. 

Tho pottery of tho North American 
Indian is in somo respects like the dol- 
men pottery of Europe, ulthough it dif- 
fers in many details of form, mode of 
manufacture and ornamentation. The 
North American Iudiun used neither 
wheel nor furnace, nor did ho, except 
rarely, decorate it with colors. The clay 
was frequently mixed with powdered 
shells. The decoration of pottery made 
in tho eastern portion of tho United 
States was effected by incised lines and 
dots with various combinations. The 
| spiral and volute were employed, 
j Among the southern Indians much of 
tho decoration was made by the im- 
press of textile fabrics, sometimes with 
only a striug or cord. In tho interior and 
principally on the Mississippi river tho 
pottery vessels wore made to represent 
sometimes the human face, sound hues 
animals. There was a much greater 
prevalence of tho bottle form in the 
Uuited States than in Europe. The pro 
historic pottery of Mexico and Central 
America forms a special group; tliat 
from the pueblos of Arizona and New 
Mexico unotb'T. while that made by the 
North American Indian constitutes a 
third group. Each of thoso has dis- 
I tiuctivo characteristics. — Great Divide.

The Siam Trouble. 

Of the precise merits of tho question 
between France and Siam at its present 
stage it. is not on«y to sjieak until the na- 
ture of the French ultimatum is made 
known. Lut ; no Siamese appear to have 
shown a com idatory spirit in tho bound- 
ary dispute. The area in controversy h 
the broad belt of land lying east of tho 
Me-Konganil Ik* tween thnt river and the 
main mountain chain of Anatn. Tho 
French accuse Siam of putt ing garrisons 
into this area, but it is quite certain that 
tho Siamese have withdrawn from point [ 
after point without a struggle, while ; 
Such conflicts as havo occurred seem to 1 
have been of local origin rather than un- 
der tho orders of the king. This mon- i 
arch, a man of about 40 years, who hns j 
been on the throne since the age of 15, is 
admitted to 1 m* a ruler of high character, 
humane, anxious for reforms and eager I 
to place Siam in the advanced line of 
modern A si nstic progress. He has mado 
many internal iinin-ovementsin his king- 
dom, has fostered commerce, has wel- 
comed forei ners, and if ho now hesi- 
tates to give up a large part of what ho 
has always considered his domain at the 
menace of a French fleet and an Anam- 
Ito army it is what might be expected. 

Ono question now for Siam is, What 
is England going to do? Without her 
aid Siam may fall into tho hands of 
France, ns Burmah fell into those of Eng- ' 
land herself. Yet that aid might itself 
reduce her to the condition of a Britisl 
protectorate. The disputed boundary is 
a fair subject for arbitration, but there 
is no indication yet that France will 
ngree to settle it in that way. — New York 
Sun. 


FortIflr;itloiiit For nn English Fort. 

The British war department has undo 
arrangements for having the works in | 
connection with the fortifications at 
Chatham considerably advanced during 
tho current year. The chain of forts 
which for some years past have been 
under construction in the vicinity of 
Medway are intended for the defense of 
the dockyard and naval arsenal and the 
military depots at Chatham and also of 
the approaches to London. The expend- 
iture has already reached a total of 
many thousands of pounds, and it is es- 
timated that a further outlay of between 
$100,000 and $150,000 will be necessary 
before tho works are complete. Of this 
sum it is expected that $70,000 will be 
expended during the coming year— $45,- 
000 on the eastern defenses and $25,000 
on Darland fort. In both of these cases 
there has been a large increase in tho 
amount of the original estimates. 

It was anticipated that the works in 
connection with the eastern defenses 
would cost $480,000, but owing to t u e 
substitution of civil for convict labor 
that sum has been raised to $580,000. 
The original estimate for tho construc- 
tion of Darland fort — $80,000 — was aFo 
found insufficient, but up to tho prese’ t 
time the actual expenditure on this par- 
ticular fort has b»Vn only about $10,000. 
When the system of fortification is com- 
plete, Chatham will be well nigh invul- 
nerable both by land and water. — Ex- i 
change. 

Working a Neat Trick. 

“I saw a funny thing out in Chicago j 
while on a recent trip to the World’s 
fair,” said a gentleman from West Vir- 
ginia. “I was in the lobby of the Palm- 
er House one evening talking with Colo- 
nel Jim Butt, our state commissioner, 
and several other gentlemen. Against 
ono of the gilded pillars near us leaned 
a forlorn looking wretch in seedy garb, 
who every now and then gave vent to a 
consumptive cough that seemed to cause 
him intense pain. Suddenly he fell in a 
heap to the floor, apparently with great 
force, and in a minute a crowd was 
around him — a sympathizing crowd too. 
One fellow, who was the most officious 
in rubbing the unfortunate’s head with 
some kind of liquid to restore him to 
consciousness, said: 

“ ‘Gentlemen, I tell you what ails this 
man. It’s nothing moro or less thru 
starvation. He hasn't had a mouthful 
to eat in 48 hours. All he wants to bring 
him around all right is a good beefsteak 
and somo hot rolls.’

THE AUGUST EXODUS. 


Year by year the number of persons 
wbo take a vacation in the mouth of 
August grows greater. The probability 
is that the pleasant weather we have had 
during July thus far may be succeeded 
by some decidedly hot weather next 
month. A great many plaus are being 
made for the August vacation, and a 
great mauy facilities are offered by the 
railroads and steam boats. The trouble 
with some people is that they do not 
plan far euough ahead for their outings, 
and consequently find themselves both- 
ered and hurried when they leave home. 

It is well to remember that nearly 
every place of popular resort is crowded 
in August, and that those who have 
failed to secure rooms may have to move 
on elsewhere. The wise vacationist 
knows where he is going before he starts, 
and has his place engaged. A very help- 
ful feature now for those who think of 
going away is the publication of Summer 
Excursion Books by the different rail- 
ways. They not only give the rou tes and 
prices, but long lists of boarding places 
with the terms per day and per week. 

With a handful of these books and a 
map one may plan according to his time 
and means, and then a few letters 
written will avoid the disappointment of 
fiuding no room at the end of the journey. 

For those who can offord it perhaps 
the trip to Chicago, and a week or two 
at the World’s Fair will give the max- 
imum of enjoyment this year. There is 
no telling what reductions may yet be 
made by the railroads, but it is likely 
that they have got down to the lowest 
rates in offering one fare for the round 
trip, the passenger sitting up for thirty 
hours from New York. There are no 
sleepers on the new excursion trains. 

Persons who have time and money will 
find the most delightful way of reaching 
the fair to be by the B. cfc A. to Buffalo, 
and then by the lake steamers from 
Buffalo to Chicago. 

It takes five days to get there, but the 
lake trip is charmiug. 

Some dread the great heat of the West 
in August, but it will probably be no 
worse than most places, and if moderate 
care be taken there can hardly be any 
very seriously bad weather. 

The fair itself is equal to a trip abroad, 
as all those who have seen it testify. 
Wherever our readers may spend their 
vacations we wish them a good time and 
a safe return to Newton. 


There is no doubt that we have 
reached a very serious stago in the finan- 
cial interests of the country, and that 
thoro are reasons for grave apprehen- 
sions as to the future. At the same time 
there is no need of a panic, but a panic 
may bo precipitated by the foolish con- 
duct of thoughtless people. First of all 
it is absurd to be talking about the finan- 
cial situation as many do. They seem 
to think it their duty to enlarge upon 
every depressing detail, and thus they 
create the impression that we are fast 
going to ruin. There are always failures, 
mill stoppages and changes in summer 
time. Of course this year they are more 
uumerous than usual, but certainly not 
so numerous yet as to indicate any 
general crash. 

It is hardly probable that there will be 
any very general crash, although there 
may be a great many failures and other 
unpleasant accompaniments of an un- 
settled currency. Stop the pessimistic 
talk, and look at the bright side lor 
awhile. 

Then again the folly of some is shown 
in their disposition to hoard what they 
have and thus to lock money up and 
keep it out of circulatiou. Pay up your 
bills ns they are presented. They must 
be paid sometime, and prompt payment 
now helps to keep up tlio general confi- 
dence. Some, however, are making the 
hard times an excuse for holding back 
the paymeut of debts, and so are making 
it difficult for their creditors to meet 
their owu obligations. Without intend- 
ing it tlieie are people, who in these two 
ways are very effectually helping on the 
hard times. They are scared too soon, 
and communicate their fears to others 
instead of standing up manfully and try- 
ing to make things better. 


Here and there 111 Newton, as else- 
where, there are circles of neighbors 
who form themselves into clubs for the 
purpose of enjoying current literature 
mainly of the Magazine order. 

More of these clubs would be formed 
of their plans were better understood. 
They are very simple. It is ouly neces- 
sary to have some ten or more who will 
pay in from $3 to $5 each. Of course the 
larger the club, and the larger the aunual 
dues the more reading matter can be 
subscribed for. 

Some energetic person acts as the bead 
of the club, aud puts the periodicals in 
circulation as they come. Each neigh- 
bor sends liis pile to the next one every 
Saturday, and receives his quarter, and 
so it goes on week by week. 

At the end of the year a meeting is 
held when all the periodicals are dis- 
posed of in one of three ways. First, 
they may be divided up among the mem- 
bers. Second, they may be sold at auc 
tiou. Third, they may be given to Hos- 
pitals and the readiug room* of charita- 
ble institutions where they are always 
welcomed. 

From a published list of one of these 
clubs wo take the following as a good 
collection of periodicals likely to prove 
popular: Century, Harpers, Scribner, 
Atlantic, English Illustrated Cosmopoli- 
tion, Lippiucott. Good Words, Godey’s 
Lady’s Book.

THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Recent criticisms of the police depart- 
ment and the position taken by the 
police committee of the present city 
council, undoubtedly that of conscien- 
tious meu seeking an improvement of 
the service suggests, in fact emphasizes, 
the importance of a change in the method 
of its control in order to attain that de- 
gree of perfection most to be desired. 
No great improvement is possible until 
the plan is put into effect of making the 
city marshal the responsible head of bis 
department, instead of permitting him 
to serve in a subordinate capacity, 
practically carryiug out the orders of 
changing committees entrusted from 
time to time with the reins of manage 
raeut. The present city marshal and his 
predecessors have never had tbe oppor- 
tunity of iuily demonstrating their 
ability in the details of police manage- 
ment. They have been in a great 
measure relieved of the managerial 
duties of tbe office, heuce they cannot be 
beld for the defeats of a policy wh cb 
they had little part in forming. In many 
Massachusetts cities, the chief of police 
is given control. He places his men 
according to his best judgment, is chief 
iu fact as well as iu name, and is accord- 
ed that respect aud obedience which is 
admitted to be essential for tbe main- 
tenance of good discipline. It is a well 
known fact that patrolmen have been 
transferred in this city without reference 
to the city marshal’s opinion of the 
wisdom of the change aud that it is not 
uncommon to iguore his views on the 
question of new appointments. The 
result has been just what might be ex 
pected. Au effective orgauizatiou of the 
force has been made au impossibility. 
The proposed introduction of the Metro- 
politan system of police control for 
suburbau communities would be a step 
in the right direction. It would, un- 
doubtedly, free au important branch of 
the public service from the infiueuce of 
politics, give a large aud more perfect 
orgauizatiou, aud besides have its advan- 
tages from au economic standpoint. 


The action takeu by the aldermen, 
Monday evening, in appropriating $1000 
to be used as a reward and service in 
apprehending parlies concerned in the 
three incendiary firas at Newton Centre 
the night, before the Fourth, will be 
commended by every right minded citi- 
zen. Newton property is too valuable 
to be endangered by harboring criminals 
of this class, and there have beeu too 
many similar cases recently, where the 
perpetrators have uot been caught. The 
incendiary fire at the Centre two years 
ago and those more recently at Auburn- 
dale, are still fresh in mind. 

The citizens of Newton Centre are 
thoroughly alive in this matter and it 
now becomes the duty of every person 
honestly interested iu apprehending the 
criminals, to aid the officers iu every way 
possible. Many persons are very reticent 
wheti approached for information in 
such cases, instead of furthering the 
ends of justice by expressing an honest 
opinion or giving their suspicious, allow- 
ing the officers to judge of their value in 
helping them iu the line of investiga- 
tion. 

The insurance meu are also hecomitig 
interested in these incendiary fires, aud 
instead of allowing the rates on vacant 
houses to remain unchanged as at pres- 


ent, thoy may require an additional per 
centngo on insurance. This would moan 
nil increased expense, to the many citi- 
zens who close thoir residences during 
the Riimn er season. 

Newton people have now a chance to 
see how great ati infi nonce a large re- 
ward may have in the matter, or whether 
tho investigation already mndo by the 
police department was ns thorough and 
honest as could he made. 

It is quite probable that some of the 
residents of this city hardly realize how 
exceedingly honutiful the place has 
grown. Strangers who como hero aro 
profuse in their expressions of delight 
at the well kept roads, tho fine residences 
with their benutiful gardens and noblo 
trees, and Inst but uot least the pictur- 
esque river that winds In and out be- 
tween its shaded hanks. 

It would bo well for our stay-at-homes 
to see more of their own city, by taking 
a ride in the electrics to Upper Falls, or 
by a row on tho Chailcs. Quite n large 
number see but little of the city except 
the part between their own houses and 
tho railroad stations and consequently 
are not aware of the many objects of in- 
terest near at home which the expendi- 
ture of a very little time and money 
would bring to their notice. When they 
do have a half holiday they think it 
necessary to go somewhere else for- 
getting that we have much that is inter- 
esting in our territory. 


Tiie suggestion has been made that 
for the rest of July and all of August 
there might be the omission of the mid- 
day delivery of letters by the city car- 
riers iu Newton. If the residents nloug 
tho routes of the carriers will consider 
the comfort of these men iu tho exces- 
sive boat from one to three these sum- 
mer afternoons, they will certainly make 
no objection to this plan. 

The absence of so mauy people aud the 
lightness of the noon mails aro argu- 
ments in favor of suspending the noon 
delivery for a few weeks. We can get 
along quite well with two deliveries n 
day. Whoever has tbe authority to 
order this slight temporary cliauge 
should exercise it at ouce, and we are 
sure that popular sentiment would 
sustain it. 


Numerous citizens are urging the 
establishing of a five cent fare over the 
connecting lines of the local street rail- 
way company. Tho poiut is made that 
the routes north and south are divided 
only by the Boston & Albany rnilroad, 
alone furuishing a reason for charging 
a double tare. The railroad officials are 
now considering the introduction of a 
transfer check system, and if the plan 
goes iuto effect, it will in a measure re- 
duce the expense of travelling to passen- 
gers, but, of course, will not accomplish 
what they most desire to secure, a uni- 
form five cent fare to all points withiu 
the city limits. 


VACATION NOT NEEDED. 


P. C. (JOTTING DEAD, FOR WHOM MANY 

JOURNAL COUPONS WERE GATHERED. 

Close upon the announcement that Mr. 
Phillip C. Dotting of Marlboro had won 
one of the Boston Journal vacations 
comes a dispatch that he died Wednes- 
doy. His success in the contest was due 
entirely to the efforts of mauy friends. 

Thiswas the young man for whom so 
many Newton people contribute i cou- 
pons. 

His death comes as a personal nlllic- 
tion to every one of those who worked 
so hard in this labor of love. Ho was 
struck down in the full vigor of man- 
bond aged 82 years. He had only been 
married two years and beside the bo 
reaved widow a widowed mother and 
a sister survive him. Mr. Cotting’s 
name stood seventh on the list in the va- 
cation contest and he received 41,243 
votes. The vacation was to be spent at 
Martha’s Vineyard for two weeks begin- 
ning September first.

ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


He it ordainnl by the City Council of the City 

Of Xewton, at follows. 

Stction. I. A Fire Department Is hereby 
established, to consist, of officers, permanent 
employe s, and a call force, to be assigned hy the 
Chief of Department to ilie various companies 
organised as hereinafter provided. 

The officers shall l>e a ('ll ef of Department, 
ami an assistant ( liief, who shall ho operator .1 
the lire alarm under the direction of the chief. 
The organization shall lie iwt* steam tire engine 
coirpudes, one steam tire engine and chemical 
engine company, five hose companies, one truck 
company, and one truck and chemical engine 
company, and such other companies as may trout 
time to time he authorized by the City Council. 

Each so am tiro engine company shall consist 
of one engineer and two drivers, who shall be per- 
manent tinployees, ami > igltt call men; viz: a 
foreman, an nsostant foreman, who shall also be 
clerk, one tireinnu and five host-men. 

Each hose company shall c nsist of one driver, 
who shall ho a permanent employee, and live call 
men; vis: a foietnan, an assistant foreman, who 
shall nlso ho clerk, and three host-men. 

Each truck couipat y shall consist of one 
driver, who shall he » permanent employ* o, and 
nine call men; viz; a foreman, an assistant, tore- 
man, who shull irso be clerk, ana seven truck 
men. 

ft There shall also bo of permanent employees, 
one englneei of chemical engine, one relief engi- 
neer. one relief driver, one telegraph lineman, 
aud one host-man ami such others as tho Fire 
Department may requlie and bo authorized by 
the City Council. 

Sect 2. The Chief of Department shall have 
sole and absolute control and command of all 
the other members of tho department and of 
other persons prostnt at tires. The < ffleer In 
command of the company which first ariivos at a 
fire shall he the offle r in command until the 
Chief of Department or the Assistant Chief ar- 

Sect. 3. In the absence of thp Chief of Fire 
Department, or in case of his i. ability to act all 
the duties and powers of said Chief, as herein 
provided sbnll be vtsted in tho Assistant Chief of 
Fire Deput tineut. . .. . 

8 ct. 4. The Chief of Department shall lie 
responsible for the discipline, good order ami 
proper conduct of the officers and men coustitut 
ing the department, and for such purpose he may, 
subject to the approval of the mayor and aluer- 
men, make and ib<uo regulations tlierolor. lie 
mav suspend any officer or member; mid shall 
foithwith report such fuspenrion to tho mayor 
and aldermen. He shall have the superinteno- 
euce and, under the direction of too Joint Stand- 
ing Committee on Fire Department, the control 
of the sex oral utations, the apparatus, the furni- 
ture therein, and all other property appertaining 
to the department. He shall, subject to the ap- 
proval ot the mayor, prescribe the uniform to he 
worn l>> all officers and other members ot tho 
Depaitment. , ,, , 

Sect. 5. The Chief of Department shnll have 
the care and management of the rooms, appara- 
tus and machinety connected with the tire-alarm 
telegraph, and shall ueternnne to whom shall be 
intrusted the keys of the signal-boxes. He shall 
piepare rules and directions lot giving alarms of 
fire through ilie telegraph. 

Sect. G. The Chief of Department shall pre- 
pare weekly pay-rolls of all permanent employees, 
and present tho same to tbe committee on Fire 
Department. On the last day of June and of 
December in eacL year he shall cause to be made 
a roll, bearing the full name. age. occupation, 
and residence of even catl member of each com- 
pany, s lecllyiug also tho number of times the 
company lias been called out, the atteudauce of 
each member, and the amount due. 

Sect. 7. The Chief ot Department shall keep 
rolls of the companies, specifying the name, age, 
occupation, ami residence, and the date of the 
admission and discharge of etch member; he 
shall also keep an accurate account ot all prop- 
erty belonging to the department. 

He shall on the last days of March, June. 
September, and December, and olteuer it re- 
quired, make to the city council a detailed report 
ot the condition of the Fire De| artment, of losses 
and accidents by lire, with the causes thereof, as 
well as they can bo ascertained, and of the 
description of the buildings Htid other property 
destroyed or injured, tho amount ot the in ur- 
atice, and the names of ta>- owners. 

Sect. 8. The Cliiel of D -partment shall ex- 
amine all places where shavings or other com- 
bustible mntei tills are deposited or collected; 
amt shall si e to tho removal of the same, v beli- 
ever, n Ills opinion, ihe same are dangerous; 
and shall diiect the owners, tenants, or occupants 
ot such places to remove the same, which they 
shall do foithwith; and, in case of relusal or 
n* gleet, he shall can e tho same to be removed 
at the expense ol such owners, tenants, or oc- 
cupants. x 

Sect. 9. Tho Chief of Department shall ob- 
serve all buildings in which steam-engines are 
used, and all buildings in process ot erection or 
alteration, and make a lecord of such of tlnm as 
in his judguiont may be dangerous, and report 
thereon to the mayor ami aldeimen torthw ith. 
Whenever, iu the opinion of the Chief of tho 
Department, any campbene or other explosive or 
intlammable (laid or material should heron oved, 
he shall forthwith notify and direct the owner, 
tenant or occupint < f the premises upon which 
the same are situated, to remove the same, which 
he shall forthwith do. In case such tenant, 
owner, or occupant shall refuse or neglect so 10 
do, the Chit f of Department shall causu the siine 
to be removed at tho ex| ease ol such owner, 
tenai t, or occupant. No person shall obstruct 
the Cliiel of Department In carryiug out the 
provisions of ihis section. 

Sect 10. The Chief or Department shall see 
that every person raising a false alarm 01 tire is 
prosecuted. 

Sect. II. Every member of the department 
shall wear at every lire such a badge as the Chief 
of Department -hull prescribe; ami no person 
without such bulge shall, except by permission 
of tin- officer 111 eomiuund. enter wnhin lines 
foru ed at a lire by such officer. 

Sect. 12 It shall be the duty of the permanent 
-mployeus to keep tlm appaiatus the several 
buddings iu which the same is deposited, and all 
things intrusion to their care, clean, and in order 
lor immediate use, and to perform such other 
Juties as the Chief of Department may direct. 

Sect 13. The foreman shall preserve order 
ami discipline in their lespective companies, and 
shall p inaptly report in willing tbe name of any 
member guilty of misconduct to the Chief of 
Depuriment, who shall, if he thi- ks it proper, 
report then on to the mayor and uldermen. 

The clerk of t-uuii company under direction of 
the Chief of Department shall keep a roll of the 
call members, specifying the time of admission 
ami disci. urge, together with the ag -, resi once, 
and occupation of each member, and a record of 
attendance a', all alarm tires aind oilier duties 
required hy the department regulations. 

Sect. 14. Permanent officers and employees 
of the department shall be eutithd to vacations 
without loss of pay not exceeding fourteen days 
in each year, 10 he grunted under direction of the 
Chiet of Department. 

Sect 10. Any member of the department in- 
jured or di-ahled while on actual duty s: all re- 
ceive nuy for ttie time lost iu consequence, not 
exceeding three months. 

Sect. 10. No gambliug shull he allowed in 
any building occupied hy the Fire Department, 
nor shall spirituous liquors be ktpt or UBed 
tlmre. 

Sect. 17. No company or apparatus shall 
leave tbe oily in case of a lire iu another city or 
town, except by order ot the Chiet ot Depart- 
ment; and no part of the apparatus ahull he 
taken from the city, unless to a lire, without 
permits! n from the mayor ami aldermen. 

Si ct. 18. No unauthorized person ahull open 
any of the signal-boxes, cxcei t iu case ot fire, or 
interfere with the wirea or poles or other supports 
of the wires; aud no per.-ou without the permis- 
sion of the Chief of Departmt lit, or the Assi-tiuit 
Chief, shall drive a vehicle upon or over any hose 
placed in a street for or iu uae at u fire. 

Sec. 19. No occupant ol auy building or room 
In which there ia a hatch way or tiap-door ahull 
auller the same to be left open at night nor 
ah >11 auy obstruction be allowed upon the 
esc pes attached to buildings. 

S ct. 29 No person shall wantonly or care- 
lessly sec lire to any tree, bush. grass, leaves, 
brusl wo cl, rubbish, or other substance iu any 
place lu t le i lly of Newton. 

Sec . 21. Whoever shull violate any provision 
ot this ordiua ce shall loifeitasuui uot exceed- 
ing tw- nty dollars. 

S- ct. 2_. Tho ordluuucu (I40el) passed to be 
ordulueu uu 1 approved Muy Itl, 18'.-2, being an 
ouliuHiice 1 elating to the Fire Department, and 
all parta ol ordinance iucoiiMstenl with this 
oidluunco is aud are hereby repealed; but such 
repeal sba'l in uo wise revive or nut lu force auy 
urdluauce heretofore repealed.

Fatal 
germs are in dust dirt and particles that 
float in tho air. These cling to the body, 
and under the warmth of tho heat from 
tlie body they multiply. 

Many who are filthy get infectious dis- 
eases, while those who are clean escape. 
It is the safest protection that one can 
obtuin to surround the body with a clean 
skin. Our surroundings must also be 
cleun, sweet and pure. Filth creutes in- 
fectious atmospheric conditions that baf- 
fle tho wisest sanitarian, und every epi- 
demic begins in dirt. Decaying animal und 
vegetable matter, imperfectly cleansed 
clothing, person or lied, aro all breeding 
places for diseases that may in time be- 
come epidemic. Tho physician should 
work to prevent all of tills, and every one 
who has tho good of his country in mind 
should aid him in trying to keep tho sur- 
roundings of the community eleaa und 
sweet in hot weather.— Yankee Blade.

affords no such guarantees of a fair and 
just trial under tlie law as those which 
CDnstituto the chief pride and privilege 
of tho Americnn j»eople. 

Standing as this nation docs for uni- 
versal liberty nnd human rights, we 
stultify our own principles and deny our 
own history when we deprive one worthy 
refugee who lias been persecuted out of 
ids native land of the guardianship of 
our beneficent laws and tlie protection of 
our courts of justice. Under this treaty 
tho Russian government can come into 
this country by means of its ngents nnd 
pursue any Russian whom it may see fit 
to charge with an extraditable offense 
nnd demand his immediate surrender, 
even though he has become a fully natu- 
ralized American citizen. — New York 
Mail and Express.

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BRIGHT MEN SOMETIMES MANAGE TO DESCRIPTION OF THEIR TACKLE, 
SAVE THEIR EARNINGS. BOATS AND COSTUMES. 

Member* of the Literary Profession Are They Do Not llnnillo Tlirlr Onm l'p to T.I. 
.n Exception In tho Great Field of Brain "Form"— 1 ong Pay* of Work With hnt 

Worker., F.»r Few Great Writer. Have Sinn 11 Return — Picturesque Scene. About 

Ever Ann... r>d Fortune.. ! the Shore In the Evening. 


The accumulation of an ostateof near- 
ly $700,000 by the late Edwin Booth is 
■nggeetive of t ho largo profits made by 
an actor of great eminence. It is also an 
in dioat ion that the popular impression 
that dramatic geniuft, and artistic genius 
generally, is incompatible with the keep- 
ing of money is not justified by the facts. 

Mr. Booth’s fortune must have been 
gathered almost wholly during the last 
20 years of his life, or since the failure 
of the theater which he established for 
himself in 1800 at the corner of Twenty- 
third street and Sixth avenue. The cir- 
cumstance that it consists of personal 
estate only, with the exception of a place 
at Newport, suggests also that it grew 
altogether out of his professional gains 
during that short period, and it indicates 
how great those were and how prudent 
he was in their management. 

In this prudence, however, he was not 
extraordinary among actors. Edwin 
Forrest, with whom he competed for the 
popular favor at the beginning of his 
successful career, left a large fortune 
also when he died in 1872. Charlotte 
Cnshman, whose dramatic career was 
simultaneous, and who died in 1876, left 
a very handsome estate. Mr. Henry 
Irving, the distinguished English actor, 
is a man of fortune, and many of the 
men and women of the stage are now 
the possessors of wealth or of a compe- 
tence which renders them pecuniarily 
independent. The great mass may spend 
as they go along, taking no thought for 
the morrow or having no faculty for 
accumulation even when they have in- 
comes large enough to afford an oppor- 
tunity for its exercise, but it is the same 
with the run of other people, of men of 
affairs and professional men. 

The genius for making money and the 
genius for keeping it are apart and dis- 
tinct. If they always went together, the 
decrease in the poverty of the world 
wonld be enormous, but proportionately 
they seem to be united in men of artistic 
genius as often as in those without that 
groat gift of heaven, if notoftener. Near- 
ly all the artists of high distinction at 
this time, in music, painting, sculpture, 
architecture and the drama, have ac- 
cumulated fortunes, which in many 
cases are large. They are receiving in- 
comes which justify extravagance, but 
they are not wasting money more than 
other successful men. they are not more 
likely to acquire habits of dissipation, 
and apparently there is not less practice 
sagacity among them. 

An art which may not bo so conducive 
to great material prosperity is the liter- 
ary art. Very few writers, no matter 
how great their distinction, have ever 
got rich out of writing, and at the pres- 
ent day the number who have done so is 
so small that we could include them all 
in a short list. Fortunes like that of 
Edwin Booth and those of the illustrious 
painters, sculptors, musicians and archi- 
tects of this time are almost unknown 
among the men of literature. The in- 
comes of the great body of writers best 
known to the people are meager as com- 
pared with those of the others. They 
are much less than the incomes of law- 
yers and physicians of parallel profes- 
sional eminence. 

As things are, if a man wants to get 
rich, literature alone offers him a poor 
show for the gratification of his am- 
bition. He may get along very com- 
fortably, but the chauces are against 
his accumulating a fortune like Mr. 
Booth’s out of his professional gains, no 
matter how clever his art, how saving 
he may be and how extraordinary his 
business sagacity. That is why Mr. 
Walter Besant and his colleagues are 
finding so much fault with the publish- 
ers. They think that the publishers are 
getting rich at their expense; that the 
author furnishes the fuel, and that the 
publisher warms himself by the fire 
while the author stays out in the cold. 
But what other remedy is there than 
thut the author should be both the 
writer of the book and its manufacturer 
for the murket? 

He must unite both profits in himself 
or take for his manuscript what the com- 
petition of trude will give him. If he 
have not a combination of qualities and 
aptitudes, enabling him to be both a man 
of business and a writer, he must pay 
for his defects. The picture is done when 
it is painted. The book requires the ex- 
penditure of labor, capital and enter- 
prise upon it after it has been written by 
the author, and without that expendi- 
ture it is worthless. 

Hence, when fortune comes to literary 
men, outside of 10 or 15 in a generation, 
it comes to editors arho get both the 
writing and a manufacturing profit, but 
these, too, are few. The capacity to 
make a successful newspaper is rare, and 
like ull rare gifts it is sometimes richly 
rewarded.— New York Sun. 


A Good Memory. 

Mrs. Robinson, who keeps a cigar 
■tand in the business part of Chicago, 
has a memory that would do credit to 
the best detective in the country. A 
year ago a fellow bought a few cigars 
from her and tendered a $20 bill in pay- 
ment. She made the change, when he 
cleverly palmed a $10 bill and claimed 
that she had given him that much too 
little. Shogave him the $10, hut when 
Bhe made up her cash she found that she 
was just that $10 short. A few days ago 
the same man came to her stand, and 
palling for a cigar laid down a $10 bill. 
8b e knew him ut a glance, and promptly 
sweeping the bill into her cush drawer 
told him that they were even. He de- 
manded an explanation, and she remind- 
ed him of the transaction of a year ugo. 
He protested that it was a case of mis- 
taken identity and threatened to call the 
police, but she was firm, and he went 
$wuv and did not come back. — Charles- 
ton News and Courier. 


The waters on the const of Jnpnn arc 
bountifully supplied with fish, and ac- 
cordingly a large number of people 
along the coast are engaged in fishing. 
From a village Hkelsozaki the boats got 
out for the day, and in many aspects an 
account of their work will illustrate fish- 
ing along the entire coast. All throngh 
the day the village is exceedingly quiet, 
except for the scores of quite naked 
children, who at all times are diving, 
swimming and playing in the Water near 
the shore, only coming out of the water 
occasionally to sit upon the hot rocks to 
warm themselves. It is no exaggeration 
to say that the greater part of their time 
is spent in the water. They are of 
course brown ns Indians, but as much 
at home in the sea ns fish. 

At about 4 o’clock in the afternoon the 
excitement of the day begins. A few 
men are seen gathering on the tops of 
hills and high points along the shore, nnd 
soon upon the horizon wo see the white 
square sails of the fishing boats. Usually 
the boat is fitted with two square sails, 
which are so managed ns to hold a good 
deal of wind and to carry the boat for- 
ward with good speed. As they approach 
the shore the mainsail, which is held by 
a cross spar at the top of a slight mast 15 
or 18 feet high, is furled and the mast 
taken in; then in a few moments the 
foresail, which is rigged in the same way 
nnd is about a third smaller, is taken in 
also; then are run out those peculiar 
Japanese oars, three or four on a side. 
The oar is composed of two pieces and is 
a very heavy affair, often as much as two 
men caro to lift. It has a hole in the 
under side and rests on a pivot some- 
thing like an outrigger. These oars run 
back toward the stern of the boat and 
are worked in a manner something like 
sculling by two men to an oar, the men 
standing to tlieir work and facing the 
side of the boat. 

To see one of these boats driven rapid- 
ly through the water one is vividly re- 
minded of the Roman triremes propelled 
by the galley slaves of old. A peculiar 
shout accompanies the rowing, as if to 
aid in keeping time, but in fact each oar 
is worked entirely independent of the 
others, and there is no harmony what- 
ever. There aro few more picturesque 
scenes than these quaint Japanese junks 
with their high prows and sides as they 
come in with their white square sails 
set, and then the sudden transformation 
into a Roman galley ns they approach 
the shore. 

There is of course no wharf at the 
landing, nnd you are surprised as the 
boat reaches the beach to see her turned 
and run on to the beach stern foremost. 
The success of the day cau readily be 
told even before they begin to discharge 
cargo by the activity of the rowers and 
the loudness of their shout ns they ap- 
proach the land, as well as often by a 
little banner run up in the stern, which 
proclaims a successful catch. 

As the boat lies by the shore the crowd 
of men, women nnd children gather 
around, and a part of the crew discharge 
the day’s catch, throwing the fish from 
the boat into the shallow water near the 
shore. Others take masts und oars from 
the boat and carry them up the beach, 
and others take out various other mov- 
ables from the boat. During the month 
of August the fish, which are taken en- 
tirely by nets, are almost all kotsuo or 
bon to, of firm flesh and much liked by 
the Japanese as well as foreigners. A 
good day’s catch for a crew of 12 to 18 
men is ubout 800 fish, though often more 
than that number are taken. All the 
fish, having been thrown into the water, 
they are then gathered up and laid on 
the beach and counted. 

While this is going on we may notice 
the sailors whose appearance seemed so 
unusual as they were seen approaching 
the shore. We at once decide that a fish- 
man’s wardrobe cannot be an expensive 
draft upon his pocket, for their brown 
bodies seem to be adorned by only two 
garments, one a narrow white cloth 
about the loins and the other a bluish 
white cloth about the head und forehead, 
which prevents the perspiration from 
flowing into their eyes. This latter gar- 
ment is rarely wanting, though the for- 
mer frequently is. They are finely de- 
veloped fellows physically, nearly all 
I young men, and a very jovial and happy 
; crew. The crowd along the shore has 
been increased by the coming of men 
: drawing two wheeled carts with baskets 
] upon them, into which the fish as soon as 
: they have been counted ure placed, leav- 
! ing the beach red with their blood, and 
, away go the men for a night journey to 
Milo, 12 miles away, the nearest lurge 
city, where the fish will be sold the next 
‘ morning, or perhaps sliipjied by rail to 
1 Tokio and other large towns. 

Meanwhile the sailors have attached 
ropes to the stern of the boat, and, with 
1 much shouting und pulling, have drawn 
her up over rollers upon the beach above 
the tide. The absence of paint, pitch 
or other substance for keeping the boat 
I watertight makes it necessary often 
while she is lying on the beach to pile 
heaps of rice straw around her in the 
eveuing, which, set on fire, reveals a fan- 
tastic scent.* and helps to make her water- 
tight for a short period. 

Work over, the men tuke their luuch 
boxes — wooden boxes, 14 by 2 feet square 
— in which they keep not only food, but 
a larger garment for the better covering 
of their bodies, und hasten away to their 
homes, bearing in one hand i*erhups a 
fish for their own families. 

A short night’s rest, and at 3 or 4 
o'clock in the morning the bouts ure 
pushed off again, and another duy’s 
i work begins. If their day’s work real- 
izes an uverage of 20 or 25 cents, they 
1 are very fortunate. The wretched huts 
that they call homo und the condition of 
their living indicate, however, that they 
fall below tliis for the most part,— Lew- 
J lston Journal.

When a man lias confidence enongh in 
the weather to start out for a two days* 
trip with a straw hat, he is planning a 
great responsibility upon the weather 
bureau, which stands for our modern 
providence. I saw such a man at tho 
Fifth Avenue hotel one day, nnd his was 
the first straw hat of the season. *To say 
that ho attracted much attention nnd 
was the subject of a great many pleas- 
antries is putting it very mildly. There 
nre some people, however, who are either 
indifferent to criticism or too obtuse to 
observe it, who begin things without con- 
sulting other people. Somebody 1ms to 
begin, you know, but tho large majority 
of mankind lack tho nervo of woman- 
kind and dread to be conspicuous in any 
particular as to dress. 

Men nre awful cowards when it comes 
to dress.

Chnnipion of tho British Moimrrli. 

Queen Victoria 1ms lost her champion. 
Ho died only tho other day, but his son 
succeeds to the office. It is his duty to 
stand ready at all times to defend against 
all comers tho right of the sovereign to 
her crown. But ho only appears in pub- 
lic, personally or by duty, on coronation 
day, when, unless the sovereign dispenses 
with the ceremony, ho must declare 
her formally crowned, throw down the 
gauntlet and defy her enemies. If the 
champion fails in thisduty, he forfeitsliis 
estate, given tho family by William tho 
Conqueror, and 6inks into middle class 
obscurity, for tho queen’s champion is 
not a nobleman. Yeoman nnd squire was 
Robert do Manny on when William the 
Conqueror made him his champion aud 
gave him the manor of Scrivelsby, and 
his descendant, who has just surrendered 
the office by death, was a simple justice 
of the peace. Queen Victoria did not 
call upon her champion at her corona- 
tion, nor did William TV. George IV was 
the last king at whose coronation the 
ceremony was observed, but the simple 
country squire who succeeds now to tho 
championship is not at all likely to be 
called upon to perform the duty of his 
office for Albert Edward. — Springfiold 
Republican. 


Experiment* With Infected Cattle. 

Interesting experiments are now being 
tried in England by a royal commission 
on tuberculosis. A cow is selected and 
for a considerable timo is watched care- 
fully to see that it is free from disease. 
It is then fed for somo days on food in- 
fected with tho bacteria and tuberculosis, 
and afterward time is allowed for the 
development of the infection. 

The commission is to report whether 
meat and milk from such animals aro in- 
fective, and if so tho degree to which the 
uso of them is likely to affect public 
health. 

The experiments, which aro necessarily 
slow, have consumed much timo. Tho 
commission mot recently to consider tho 
results so far arrived at, but tho final ro- 
port will probably not bo mado before 
tho autumn. 

In view of tho cure with which this 
work has been done, tho results will bo 
of considerable value und may cause 
changes in tho laws respecting the im- 
portation of cattle, — Now York Sun.

BURGLARS MAKE A HAUL. 


THEY BItliAK INTO A RESIDENCE AT 
WELLESLEY FARMS. 

Shortly before 12 o’olook Tuesday 
evening the residence of II. J. Jaquitb, 
president of the Traders’ Hank, Boston, 
located on Glen road, Wellesley Farms, 
was entered through a rear window, the 
intruders forcing the fastenings. The 
thieves raimncked the bouse, and secured 
considerable valuable property, tho 
whole worth about $700. It included 
two gold watches, various articles of 
jewelry and a number of pieces of solid 
silver. The job was professional, appar- 
ently iu every detail, and the tour of the 
premises was evidently conducted by a 
cool customer, prepared to meet almost 
any emergency. Mr. Jaquith’s trousers 
wore oven rilled, and the studs and sleeve 
buttons tukuu from his shirt. 

It is supnosed that tho same visitors 
went to R. Williams’ house, securing 
there some silver and n small sum of 
money. 

Several breaks have occurred recently 
iu Wellesley, uud the selectmen of the 
town recently ottered a reward of $250 
for the apprehension of the thieves and 
for information that would lead to tliu 
arrest and conviction of the parties con- 
cerned iu the incendiary fires there. 
Local parties have been suspected and 
two young fellows, Costello and Farrell, 
were arrested and arraigned before Trial 
Justice Washburn iu Wellesley Hills, 
Tuesday night. Ho found sufficient 
cause to hold them for the gruud jury. 


DARKNESS FELL UPON THE CITY. 


STORM TEMPORARILY DISABLES THE 
ELECTRIC LIGHT SERVICE IN THIS CITY 
TUESDAY EVENING. 

The storm wus marked by very heavy 
peuls tif thunder, following vivid Hashes 
of lightning. 

It pasted over the city with more than 
usual velocity. The wind blew a gale 
for u short time, aud played havoc with 
the telephone, electric light and lire 
alarm wiroB. Quite a number of trees 
were blown down, uud limbs of others 
were snapped oil' us easily as oue would 
break a twig. Sections of fences wore 
overturned, blinds shattered aud tho 
debris scattered about. No very serious 
dam ige, however, resulted. 

A large tree at the uoruer of Adam 
and Washington streets was hurled 
across the trolley wire of the Newton &* 
Waltham street i ail w ay. and cars were 
delayed for a while. In repairing the 
trolley wire it became ueoessaiy to shut 
oil tho electric light service, and the city 
was temporarily iu sumi-darkuess, the 
stoics and public places especially pre- 
senting a gloomy aopuarancu, having iu 
most cases au insufficient number of gas 
jets for a very satisfactory illumination. 
A limb of a tree got suspended over au 


elntrio light wire, corner of Grove and 
Washington streets, Newton Lower Falls, 
Dftoesiltftttng Horn* slight repairs. A 
street car on 'he Newton Centre lino of 
the Newton A Boston street railway wns 
thrown off the rails at tho Sumner street 
turn by an accumulation of gravel 
washed over the tracks by the rain. 

At West Newton 20 telephone lines, in 
eluding six trunk lines, wete disabled, 
and about the same number «t Newton. 
Many telephone lines wero crossed and 
grounded. 

Several barrels of lime in the Nurses 
home, a new building now being erected 
on the Newton Cottage Hospital grounds 
got afire, as a result of the heavy rainfall 
and an alarm was rung in from the 
private box 541, summoning the fire de- 
partment to the scene. The barrels, 
however, had been removed from tho 
building, when tho apparatus arrived, 
and no damngo resulted except tho 
partial destruction of their contents. 
Tito norial lndder truck on the way to 
the hnspitnl ran into a sower trench, two 
wheels settling down several inches. 
Tho polo wns broken nnd the steering 
gonr slightly damaged. 


CELEBRATION AT NONANTUM. 


OPENING OF THE NEWTON VI LT,E & WATER- 
TOWN STREET RAILWAY. 

Nonantum was in gala dress Saturday 
evening, its citizens uniting in celebrat- 
ing the opening of the Newtonvillo & 
Watertown Street Railway. 

The line starts from Newtonvillo square 
and runs through Walnut and Wntortown 
streets to Watertown, and thence over 
Gnlon street and tho tracks of tho West 
End street railway to Watertown square. 
Tho length of tho lino is about 1 3-4 
miles, nnd it provides transportation 
facilities for a section hitherto having 
inadequate railroad accommodations in 
one of tho bustling manufactuiing cen- 
tres lying nearly midway between the 
Boston & Albauy ana Fitchburg rail- 
roads. Tho line is to be extended to the 
Boston line by way of North Deacon 
street, Watertown. Tho Newtonvillo A 
Watertown Street Railway Company, it 
is understood, will ask the city of Boston 
for location for the tracks from the 
Watertown line over North Beacon street 
to tho “four corners” in Allston,aud over 
Brighton and Commonwealth avenues to 
Park square. 

The Nonantum Club was especially in- 
terested in the demonstration. It is an 
organization tint, has taken a prominent 
part in public improvements believed to 
be in the interests of the 'development of 
tho north side of Newton. In order to 
make the opening of the new line as 
much of an event ns uossible, it united 
with the railroad officials in inviting the 
members of the city council of Newton, 
representatives of the Watertown town 
government and other guests to go oyer 
the new road, three cars being providod 
for the transportation of tho party. 

The start wns made from the Nonan- 
tum Club house at 8.15 o’clock. The 
cars wore gayly decorated, and the oc- 
casiou was made more inspiring by a line 
display of fireworks. Ruggles band of 
Bostou discoursed music just prior to 
the start, and during the entire trip to 
Watertown, returning to Newtonvillo 
square aud back again to the Nouantum 
Club house. 

The residences all along the route 
were illuminated with Japanese lanterns. 
In the square at Nonautum there wa< a 
blaze of light, every store having its 
adornment of bunting and lanterns. A 
throng of interested spectators nearly 
blocked up the street, and it is estimated 
that fully 5000 persons witnessed the 
pyrotechuic display. 

The grounds of the Nonantum Club 
were very effectively decorated. From 
the llagpole strings of J tp tnese lanterns 
wero festooned, giving tho appearance of 
a vast tent brilliant with colors. Lan- 
terns were also displayed about tho 
Veranda, in fact iu every available place 
where an effective arrangement was pos- 
sible, Over the gateway to tho drive 
there was a largo banner inscribed, 
“Welcome to the Newton & Boston Street 
Railway.” 

Other illuminatious worthy of mention 
were made by Dr. D. Waldo Stearns, 
Daniel Steams, Joseph Bailey, C. A. 
Cabot, Thomas G. Estes, Walter Keitli 
and tho Eastern Houston Narcotic In- 
stitute. 

The concluding features was a spread 
given by the Nounutura Club to the city 
aud town officials aud other invited 
guesta.

Tiu; immigration figures just issued by 
the bureau of statistics of the treasury 
department for the month of May show 
a very considerable reaction in tho direc- 
tion of increased immigration from the 
falling off of bifct year. For the fivo 
months ending May 81, ns compared 
with tho r< rresponding period of the 
previous y< ,tr. there* wns a falling off of 
40,000 and upward, and for the II 
months a falling off of 1 10.000. But for 
tho month of May, ns compared with 
tho corresponding month of 1892, there 
wns a gain of 3.143. Tho details of the 
showing are interesting. The largest 
gain over Inst vuir wns in Italian immi- 
gration. 7,092. The largest loss was in 
German immigration, 0,199. There was 
a falling off in the immigration from 
Great Britain of nearly 2,000. and a gain 
in Austrian-Hungarian of 1,300. There 
were considerable gains from the Nether- 
lands, Russia, Sweden and Norway, and 
a small gain from France. The account 
with Denmark nnd Switzerland shows 
losses. The aggregate for the month was 
as follows: Austria-Hungary — Bohemia, 
1,000; Hungary, 5,150; other Austria (ex- 
cept Poland), 7,"::;’.. Denmark, 1,191; 
France, 091; Germany. 18,930; Italy, 17.- 
638; Netherlands, 2,112; Poland, 2,184; 
Russia (except Poland), 11,281; Sweden 
ard Norway, 10,201; Switzerland, 097. 
United Kingdom— England nnd Wales! 
5,634; Scotland, 1,088; Ireland, 11,018. 
All other countries, 3,011. Total, 95,385.

Pensions and Internal Kevennn. 

Texas paid last year $000,875 of inter- 
nal revenue taxes nnd received in pen- 
sions $905,280. South Ctirolitm paid $71-, 
812 revenue taxes and received $171,- 
129 in pensions. Tennessee contributed 
$1,278,862 and drew out in pensions 
$2,484,508. Alabama’s revenue taxes were 
$100,771; her pension receipts were $400,- 
729. Arkansas paid $95,718.86 revenue 
taxes; received in pensions, $1,470,901.77. 
West Virginia’s revenue tax was $807,- 
588.30 and was paid in pensions $2,158,- 
708.12. Louisiana and Mississippi to- 
gether paid $734,832.29 and received 
$847,552.45 in pensions. Maryland, Dela- 
ware and tho District of Columbia paid 
$3,288,873.77 internal revenue tax and 
received iu pensions $4,220,890.13. Step 
over into tho northern states, and the 
conditions are reversed. Illinois paid in 
revenue tax $30,795,338 and received in 
pensions $9,343,990. New York paid 
$17,G70,978 revenue tax and received in 
pensions $11,702,490. The aggregate 
amount of internal revenue taxes paid 
by tho 10 southern states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was $0,090,892.28, and 
the receipts from tho pensions were $12,- 
609,601.87, nearly twice as great. — Cor- 
poral Tanner in Brooklyn Eagle.

The various forms of out of 
door exercise are good in their way and 
should have a recognized place among 
us. 

At the same time there are some cau- 
tions to be observed. First of all the 
bane of most of our games is the growth 
of professionalism and the tendency to 
gambling upon the results of the con 
tests. It is this feature that alienates 
the sympathy of many from athletio 
contests. They cannot but fear that the 
evils are likely to counterbalance what- 
ever good may be gained. 

It is all very well to offer prizes for 
skill and endurance, but cannot the 
objectionable features be eliminated? 
Can there not be games without betting? 

Another abuse is the overtraining 
which is encouraged. We are hearing a 
great deal about the marvellous agility 
and strength which certain athletes 
have developed, aud it does much to 
stimulate others to attempt difficult 
feats. There is no doubt that men who 
put themselves under special training 
can do very ; marvelous things, but it 
must never be forgotten that ail tidiuing 
beyond certain limits is at the expense 
of the vital forces of the sys:em, aud 
leads eventually to collapse. We need 
some intelligent direction in this matter 
of trainiug, and it would be well if the 
physicians were occasionally to utter 
notes of warning agaiust that excessive 
special development which can only be 
harmful to the eud.

make it trying for ladies aud children to 
go ah out, aud they disgust self respect- 
iu men. 

We have a lit r le of this hoodlumism 
here iu Newton. It was “m evidence” 
ou the morning of the 4th. it is always 
ready to crop out. There are two things 
that can be done to keep it down. 
Oue is to provide some healthful 
means of recreatiou for growiug boys. 
Play grounds aud out of door games 
are matters of necessity iu Newton. 
We do uot have euough of them, 
The seventh ward is particularly lackiug 
l iu this respect. The wonder is that the 
citizeus do uot move towards supplying 
a suitable place before every desirable 
1 lot is occupied. Eveu now it is hard to 
tiud any large space, but oue of small 
dimensions is better than none. The 
other preveutive is for teachers aud 
parents to iuculcate the principle that 
while fuu is fuu, no boy shall annoy 
other people with liis fuu. Teach them 
to respect the rights of others, and to 
avoid all injury to property. In these 
two ways we cau check the iucipieut 
! hoodlumism that may otherwise require 
more drastic aud more expensive meaus 
to cure if allowed to go on.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

KEWTON BOULEVARD CONSTRUCTION 
ORDERED— FIRE COMMIFTEE DETER- 
MINED FOR MUNICIPAL BOXES— INSUR- 
ANCE MEN PROTEST — AUSTIN STREET 
EXTENSION GRANTED— CITY ENGINEER 


The aldermon met Monday evening, 
with the mayor in the chair, and nil 
members present except Alderman 
Emerson. 

At 7.30 o’clock sevoral hearings were 
opened, the first being that granted the 
N. E. Telephone & Tolegraph Co. for 
location on Nowtonville avenue. 

Mr. Albrny of tho company snid to 
reach Mr. ,T. L. Richards’ residenoe it 
was at first found nocessary to place 
poles on Newtonville avenue, but after 
learning of the opposition further in- 
vestigation was made, and it was found 
the house could bo reached by placing 
poles on Bowers or Spruce st roots. 

Mr, Richards said ho should rather do 
without a telephone tliau have poles 
placed on Newtonville avenue. Ho 
thought a location on Bowers or Spruce 
streets would bo preferable, provided 
thore was no opposition. 

The hearing was closed. 

Hearings were granted on laying sower 
in Jermain street, and on petition of 
Samuel Roosa for steam engiuo and 
boiler on Prospect street. No opposi- 
tion was met and they were closed. 

THE NEWTON BOULEVARD. 

A joint hearing before both branches 
was opened on the Newton boulevard, 
some of the parties interested not re- 
ceiving notice of the former hearing. 

Ex-Gov. William Clatiin said this 
boulevard was one of the most import- 
ant projects that had beeu started in 
Newton for years. In a general way he 
was glad it had been projected and be- 
lieved it met the approbation of most of 
Newton’s citizens, so far as they were 
oonversant with it The expense of 
such an undertaking would bo very 
heavy if carried through from South 
street to Auburndale. 

He thought the majority of citizens 
would favor such a boulevard from 
South to Centre street, but from inquiries 
made of engineers and others conver- 
sant with the scheme, the advisability of 
extending it farther than Centre street 
was more doubtful. It might be well to 
carry it through to Auburndale in the 
the future, but he saw no necessity for 
doing so at present. 

With the country in its present un- 
settled state he believed it best to go 
slowly with a project entailing such 
large expense. The assessment of pro- 
perty for 1500 feet each side of the pro- 
posed boulevard he i bought excessive. 
In the case of the Brookline boulevard 
assessments were levied only 500 feet 
each side, and 1500 feet seemed very ob- 
jectionable and entirely unnecessary. 

He believed it best to construct the 
boulevard from South to Centre street, 
and then if a success it could be con- 
tinued later on. 

Mr. R. M. Saltonstall said that since 
the last hearing he bad made inquiries 
relative to the intention of the city of 
Boston with regard to widening South 
street, from the point of beginning of 
the proposed Newtsn boulevard. The 
board of survey, continued Mr. Salton- 
stall, has taken no action. The street 
commissioners have a plan which pro- 
vides for a widening of only 80 feet. 
There has been no provision, however, 
made for the improvement in the appro- 
priation bill, and the street commission- 
ers state that nothing can be done, there- 
fore, for a year at least. Mr. Saltonstall, 
in conclusion, called attention to Mr. 
Dumaresq’s objection to the proposed 
line of the boulevard through his estate 
on account of the slicing off of a large 
section of land and of his willingness to 
give about 30,000 feet from the bottom 
of his estate if the line was changed to 
conform substantially with tbe original 
plan of the boulevard commission 
Tbe hearing was closed on motion of 
Aldermau Thompson. 

A communication was received from 
the town clerk of Watertown notifying 
the boaid of the action of the selectmen 
of that town in granting the city of 
Newton permit to construct a sewer in 
Watertown territory through Boyd 
street, from Fayette to Jewett street.

INSURANCE PROTEST. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented the fol- 
lowing petition: 

“To the mayor uud city council of 
Newton: 

We the undersigned, representing 
fire insurance companies, engaged in 
placing and supervising insurance upon 
property in the city of Newton, respect- 
fully repiesuut that it would not be wise 
in our judgment for your city to take 
such action as would result iu the com- 
bination of fire alarm signal boxes of 
different makes and devices upon the 
same circuit. 

We believe that such actiou would 
tend to greatly impair the efficiency of 
tbe tire alarm system of your city and 
thereby increase tbe hazard assumed by 
iusurance companies doing business iu 
Newton. 

In presenting this petition we recom- 
mend no particular system of signal 
boxes, and we are satisfied with uuy 
system upproved by the New' England 
insurance Exchange, but we do remon- 
strate agaiust the mixing of different 
systems manufactured by various parties 
uud operating uuder different devices.” 

This petitiou was signed by ubout 100 
iusurauce representatives, among whom 
were J. Edward Hollis, Moses K. Emer- 
son, U. C. Crosby, J. li.

Tour committee after such considera- 
tion patiently conducted, is fully con- 
vinced that the box offered by the 
Municipal Company is equal if not 
superior to that offered by the Game- 
well Company and to be furnished at a 
much less price. Your committee is 
also fully convinced that no danger or 
risk can come to the city by the intro- 
duction and use of the Municipal Co’s 
box, as different styles of boxes are al- 
ready working on the fire lines iu this 
and other cities, and expert testimony 
received by the committee is favorable 
to the non-interfering box of the Mu- 
nicipal Co. 

Your committee is unanimous in the 
views hereiu expressed and believe that 
tho best interests of the city will be sub- 
served by the purchase of the box of the 
Municipal Co. 

The order for the purchase of the 
boxes was offered with the full authority 
and wish of the committee aud with the 
understanding that the box of the Mu- 
nicipal Co. was to be purchased. Your 
committee recommend that the order 
adopted by the common council, June 
12, 1893, be taken from the table and 
adopted.

The Fresh Air Fuud. 


The story of the “Fresh Air Fund” 
will uever be told enough uutil the cities 
of the world have become the cities of 
the Great King, “where all the world is 
sweet.” It was fifteen yoars ago that 
this question appeared in a paper, “Have 
you helped any one this week?” aud by 
it a new plan of usefulness was sug- 
gested— Ten cents will give a tired 
mother a ride and a chance to spend the 
day iu green fields. Like the grain of 
mustard seed this has grown into a wide- 
reaching charity which shelters multi- 
tudes of weary ones during the long sum- 
mer heats. 


Many are so fettered by work that they 
can leave their close, crowded homes for 
not more than a day. For these, a suc- 
cession of picnics if provided in Franklin 
Park, with plentiful dinners and pleasing 
entertainments, at au expense of only 
thirty-five ceuts for each person. Others 
are permitted to enjoy a day at Crescent 
Beach or Nautasket. Tho best of its 
gifts is Rosemary Cottage, in Eliot, 
Maine, which was given iu memory of a 
little child, whore poor children, tired 
mothers, and over worked shop girls are 
sent for two weeks at a cost, including 
transportation, or less than seven dollars 
per porsou. Forty-three are now at this 
“haven for weary oues distressed. 

The children tell with delight of tread- 
ing the hay, of swinging ull they wanted 
to, and of the stories read to them on 
Sunday afternoons, while all have 
climbed the hill to see Mount Washing- 
ton in one direction, and iu the other the 
Isles of Shoals, “looking like loug white 
boats.” 

A Norwegian lad, on being asked what 
he liked best at the Cottage, loyally 
pointed to the great American tlag — to 
iiim a veritable banner of love — as it 
floated from its stuff ou the grounds, uud 
auswered, “I like best to see that flag 
flying!” 

How uew and beautiful the most 
common ways of happy living ure to 
some of them is shown by the remark of 
the little boy who said, “Mamma, when 
shall we go again to that picnic where 
they ring tho bell for meals?” No 
wonder be thought the two weeks were 
a continuous picnic. 

A mother hud added to her owu large 
family a sister’s live children who were 
left motherless. Though worn out. she 
felt that she must not leave her little 


charge; but when she was allowed to 
lake four of tire children with her, her 
happiness was complete, and she says 
that she shall make a better mother for 
the two weeks at Rosemary Cottage. 

Another mother thought that heaven 
must be like tbe life at Rosemary, aud 
gathering her ehildieii about her after 
their return resolved with them to make 
their owu home as much like that as 
possible.

Tlio Limits of Arbitration. 

With international arbitration we 
confess to having comparatively little j 
sympathy. If nations mean to fight, I 
nothing will prevent their so doing, and ' 
agreements to arbitrate will bo of very | 
little service. The suggestion of an 
agreement between England and the 
United States to establish a permanent ! 
machinery for regulating their disputes 
is, however, quite different. Nations in 
whom the same racial characteristics 
are to bo found, who aro influenced by 
the same ideas, who talk the same Inn- j 
guage, read the same hooks and possess 
the sumo political traditions, are capable 
of making an agreement to settle dis- 
putes by arbitration a reality. 

Again, an agreement not to tight till 
the question in dispute has been referred 
to a body exercising the functions of a 
court of law is a step in the direction of 
that alliance between the United States , 
and England which, wo trust and be- ! 
liove, is tho destiny of the two countries, j 
If wo begin by an acknowledgment that 
we aro not in the position of foreign 
powers — i. e., liable to war at any mo- 
ment — we may soon rise to a definite 
race alliance, and lastly to that declara- 
tion of a comm on citizenship which would 
prevent any Englishman from being an 
alien in America or any American being 
an alien in England and would heal tho 
breach in the unity of tho raco caused by 
the folly of George III and his ministers. 
— London Spectator. 


Hideous Advertisements. 

It is said that a salmon, when quite 
devoid of appetite, may bo worried into 
taking a fly, if only flies bo presented to 
him with irritating pertinacity. "Hang 
it!” ho exclaims, "I cannot bo troubled 
with this Jock Scott any longer” — he 
makes an irritable snap at it and is lost.

in Chicago, $1.50 daily, $12; car fares, 
$2; extras, accident insurance, $2. Total, 
$75. In their house the travelers aro 
cared for by a competent woman. An- 
other, who is experienced in conducting 
parties of tourists, meets the strangers 
on their arrival, spends three days on 
the fair grounds with each party and 
sees that they aro safely settled in their 
places iu the cars on the return jour- 
ney. — Exchange. * 


An Offer of 2,500 Slieop Refused. 

An offer of 2,500 sheep for nothing be 
ing refused is recorded by a Sydney pa- 
per. This* occurred in tho Riverina, 
New South Wales, where, in conse- 
quence of tho drought, the land is great- 
ly overstocked.

Tli« Chief .lust ice on tlio Geary Lair. 

The chief justice of tho United States 
has filed bi3 written opinion in the case 
of Yick Wo, unregistered Chinese labor- 
er. It is very interesting reading. He 
holds that the provisions of the fifth and 
fourteenth amendments shelter all per- 
sons of whatever nationality, race or 
color within the territorial jurisdiction. 
He describes tho punishment of deporta- 
| tion sought to bo inflicted ou Yick Wo 
! under the provisions of the Geary act ns 
in effect a legislative sentence of banish- 
ment, unknown to the organic law and 
in violation of it. Concerning the Geary 
act itself, the chief justice says that it 
"contains within it tho germs of the as- 
sertion of an unlimited and arbitrary 
power in general incompatible with the 
immutable principles of justice, incon 
sistent with the nature of our govern- 
ment and in conflict with the written 
constitution by which that government 
was created and those principles se- 
cured.” — Hartford Courant. 


Anxious to I!reuk Gladstone'* Heart. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, speaking at 
Leicester on Wednesday, revived tho 
history of the three conspicuous Irish- 
men who had broken their hearts over 
the repeal of tho union, or something 
equivalent to it— O’Connell, Butt and 
Parnell.

A NOTABLE REMONSTRANCE. 


The remonstrance of fire insurance 
companies against mixing fire alarm 
signal boxes in this city, presented to the 
City Council, Monday evening, was a 
notable one. It represented substantial- 
ly the entire fire insurance interests of 
Massachusetts. It was signed by more 
than seventy different persons represent- 
ing something like eighty different fire 
insurance companies. Nearly every 
company doing an insurance business in 
New England appeared upon the remon- 
strance. 

The question involved in the contro- 
versy that has been going on for some 
time before the City Government in the 
matter of the purchase of signal boxes 
for the fire department is not one that 
involves much money, but it does in- 
volve an important and serious question 
for the consideiation of insurance in- 
terests. Insurance companies are en- 
gaged in assuming risks for which they 
charge rates in accordance with the 
hazard they assume. It is the policy of 
these corporations to do everything in 
their power to reduce the hazard in 
order that the risk they assume'may not 
be increased. One of the most impor- 
tant conditions affecting the risk assumed 
is the efficiency of the fire department 
organized and designed to protect the 
property covered by the insurance. If, 
in the judgment of the men who manage 
these companies, a city is taking such 
action as will tend to increase the risk 
assumed by the companies, it is their 
duty to protest. The report of the com- 
mittee on fire department recommending 
the purchaso of signal boxes of a dif- 
ferent device and make from those now 
used was sufficient for this protest. If 
the report is adopted it commits the city 
to an entire change in the combination 
of fire alarm boxes. It not only com- 
bines boxes of a different device aud 
make, but it divides the responsibility 
for the working of the apparatus between 
two separate and distinct companies. 

Insurance rates in Newton are low, and 
are so by reason of the reputation of the 
fire department and its apparatus. This 
protest of the insurance interests is 
against impairing the efficiency of the 
apparatus designed to protect property. 
If the City Government does not heed it 
they must expect that citizens will be 
burdened with an increase of insurance 
rates, inasmuch as their representatives 
in the City Government by their action 
increase the hazard which the insurance 
companies assume. It is not to be 
understood that the insurance people are 
committed to any particular system of 
fire alarm apparatus so long as it is one 
that is approved by the New England 
Insurance Exchange. They do protest, 
however, against a combination of 
systems made under different patents 
and designed to work iu different ways. 
They know by experience that such 
combinations are against the interests of 
the insurance companies and render the 
hazard they assume greater in degree. 

If our City Government in spite of this 
protest see fit to combine systems of fir 
alarm boxes uot designed to work to 
gether which results in impairing the 
efficiency of the fire department, the 
people must expect au increase in in- 
surance rates. There is no other course 
open to the insurance companies. The 
insurance men have fully decided to use 
their influence hereafter against a grow- j 
iug tendency upon the part of cities and 1 
towns to attempt to save money in the 
put chase of fire alarm apparatus at the 
expense of the insurer. For the past 
twenty years the present fire alarm ap- 
paratus has given perfect satisfaction to 
the city, the insurance companies and 
the public. There is no public demand 
for any change in the system. On the 
other hand there is an open protest upon 
the part of the people, the chief of fire 
department and the insurance com- 
panies agaiust a change. We have 
sufficient confidence iu our representa- 
tives at City Hall to believe that they 
will heed the wishes of those most in- 
terested iu this question. 


WAR PROBABILITIES IN EUROPE. 

No one can predict the outcome of the 
preseut difficulties betweeu France aud 
Siam. 

If Siam should secure the help of Eng- 
land to resist encroachments upon 
Siamese territory us well as to protect 
British interests in that kingdom, there 
may be precipitated a struggle of the 
most momentous character iu which, iu 
time, uearlye very nation iu Europe and 


Asia will become involved. Preparn- 
t ions for wnr havo long been in progress, 
and the pretext for actual confliot need 
not be a very strong ono. This Siamese 
question may bo sufficient to bring on 
the great catastrophe which is to affect 
the happiness of millions and lead to the 
most gigant ic changes. 

It is anomalous in this niuotoentli 
century of the Christian era, and 
especially since arbitration has been so 
commended by tho groat powers, that 
any war is possible. But wo may be 
compelled to look upon a struggle more 
desperate ami bloody than any the world '• 
has yet seen. Happily, however, no war 
can now be of very long continuance, 
Tho many cruel inventions of the past 
few years and the use of new instruments 
of destruction, will make it so awful that 
no nation can long stand tho strain. 

Tho prospect for a peaceful solution 
of the Siamese and French troubles is so 
slight that unless there is an entirely 
unexpected turn in affairs, this summer 
will hardly pass without the beginning 
of a strife whose eud no 0110 can predict. 


AN HONOR TO OUR CITY. 


Newton people havo reason to be very 
proud of some of the young people who 
havo grown up here in the past few 
years. They aie today occupying posi. 
tious of usefulness and prominence, and 
in the course of time will make their 
mark iu their chosen callings. 

Their example ought to be an incen- 
tive to others. The wouder is that we 
do not have more who achievo distinc- 
tion, but perhaps tho explanation is that 
the great majority are too comfortable, 
and do not feel the necessity of any 
special exertion. They belong to well- 
to-do families, and are tolerably sure of a 
fair financial start iu life, and of iuflu. 
euce enough to find business openings 
for them. 

They are without the stimulus to ex* 
ertion and application which others 
have. It is a pity that tho very advan- 
tages which 6omo possess turn out to be 
anything but advantageous in the end. 
It is certainly a good thing for a boy to 
have a comfortable home aud rnauy 
appliances for study aud improvement, 
lie ought to make greater headway than 
the ordinary boy. Unfortunately it is uot 
always the case that be does. The 
great difficulty among many of our young 
people is the absence of a laudable am- 
bition to excell. They are going to have 
an easy time of it, and consequently let 
the chance for excellence slip by them. 

The very best thing that can bo done 
for the growing young portion ol our 
community is to promote among them a 
spirit that will not be content with 
mediocrity, aud the good example of 
those who have already made a success 
in their work is having an iulluence in 
the right direction. 


Newton is uot a good place for tramps 
and yet they visit us in fair numbers. 
Usually they reach here on their way to 
Boston or to Worcester or to some other 
city. They are always goiug somewhere. 
What a variety there is from the un- 
shaven red faced, betattered whiskey 
smelling fellow all the way up to the 
genteel looking chap whose plausible 
story cajoles the money out of your 
pocket before you realize it. 

They come to back doors and ask or 
demand food. They ring the front door 
bell and politely request an interview 
with the lady of the bouse. However 
varied their appearance, and however 
different their stories, there is about the 
same explanation of their present condi- 
tion if the truth were to be told. Rum 
and laziness will account for nearly 
every case. 

Some of them have become so con- 
firmed in their vagrant habits that they 
seem to be beyond reclaiming. The case 
of others may he more hopeful.

The 
money usu illy goes for drink. 

Worthy of being named among the | 
tramp class are many foreign venders of | 
articles who become importunate to j 
housekeepers, and whine out iu very 


broken English sonio pitiful story which 
has been carefully Rtudied for its put- 
po8o. They also want to go somewhere, 
and wish your aid in their present omor- 
goticy. 

It is a cruel injustice to tho desorving 
poor that there aro ro many unworthy 
people who deceivo tho benevolent so 
often that suspicion rests upon all appli- 
cants. There will always be poor people 
and if tlioy aro worthy we must help 
them, but tho tramp is an unmitigated 
uuiRauce. 


The removal of James 1 ). Heuthorn 
from the offico of inspector of polico by 
tho aldermen, Monday ovening. was not 
unexpected. His appointment as patrol- 
man is in part a recognition of his long 
service in tho department. It is admitted 
that in the special work in which he has 
been enrolled in behalf of tho city, he 
has proved a valuable assistant to tho 
city solicitor, and if no has not attained 
tho highost degree of success ns inspect* 
or, he is at least to bo giveu credit for 
every honest effort mnde while serving 
in that position. He entered upon the 
duties on a wrong theory, based upon 
the opinion of a higher ranking officer 
who had great faitli in tho advantages of 
co-operation witii polico officials of other 
cities. In some cases, co-operation is n 
necessity, but better results would have 
beeu accomplished if the secret work 
had been confined as much as posriblo 
to Newton. The offico of inspector has 
uot been abolished, but probably will 
not bo filled at preseut, aud a trial made 
of detailing special officers on important 
cases. Officer Henthorn will bo assigned 
for speoiai duty occasionally in cases 
where the city’s interests aro concovncd. 


The police committee is considering 
tho ad visibility of detailing a ranking 
officer to look after tho night squad. 
The duty would devolve upon one of the 
sergeants who would be mounted and 
required to make tho rounds of the 
several wards. The plan Iihb several 
commendable features. The movements 
of the pitrolmen could be better ac- 
counted foi, and they would derive 
benefit from the directing influence. 
The advice of an experienced man would 
bo of especial advantage to the uew 
officers and their efficiency would be eu 
hanced by intelligent supervision and 
counsel. 


Regarding the Central boulevard pro- 
ject the criticism is mnde that the woik 
is to be commenced in an unfortunate 
time because of the bad money market. 
There will bo no difficulty, however, as 
the highway committee lias secured an 
extension of six months to complete 
the work. If tho bonds are not floated 
at once, the additional time up to Jan. 1, 
’ 05 , can be taken advantage of. The 
order authorizing the construction of 
the first section of the boulevard passed 
both branches of tho city council Mon- 
day evening.

It was only by skillful handling that 
Mr. Hurlbut kept right sido up, all the 
while the hail pelting him in a fusillade. 

At ono time lio was in imminent dan- 

f or of losing his life by being run down 
ty the four oared shell of tho Pennsyl- 
vania Barge club, which bore down 
upon him, appearing suddenly through 
tho veil caused by the storm, not 10 
yards away. A blow from tho sharp 
prow of tho shell would have been fatal 
to the oarsman, and Mr. Hurlbut. realiz- 
ing his peril succeeded by a powerful 
left hand stroko in throwing his sholl 
out of the line. 

Tho boat shot by like a flash and left 
the oarsman fighting with the waves, 
which rolled over his boat, causing it to 
Bettle at least ono foot. Ho succeeded in 
I getting to tho shelter of a pier at Co- 
1 lumbia bridge, when tho shell turned, 
leaving him in tho water. With tho 
craft in tow Mr. Hurlbut sturted to 
swim to Belmont landing, where ho was 
assisted by several young men who had 
witnessed Iris exciting struggle. Tho 
Bliell is a wreck. — Philadelphia Lodger. 


Prosperity In Nevada.

Then one of the 
men, counting on her hysterical condi- 
tion, placed in her arms tho doll that had 
been found locked in the child’s em- 
brace. Mrs. Elberson took the doll *and 
went to the hospital, believing that she 
had her child. 


Laboucliere’s View of the Soul Question.

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Nearly Four Mont ka In a Hold rum. 

Hold for nearly four months in an 
equatorial doldrum or dead son calm 
until her provisions worn exhausted and 
her crow on the verge of starvation was 
tho tFrriblc experience of tho American 
ship Edward O’Brien, which had long 
ago t een given up for lost. The Rhip is 
owned partly in this city, nnd tho nows 
of her safety Ims just reached the own- 
ers. 

The ship left Victoria. B. C., early in 
December last for London with n large 
cargo of wheat, aud nothing was heard 
of her until June 22, when she was sight- 
ed by tho steamer Galileo in latitude 
40.511, longitude 25. 10, flying signals tell- 
ing that sho was short of food. She was 
supplied by the steamer, and Captain 
Whitton brought to New York news of 
the safety to the underwriters, win 
were demanding heavy premiums foi 
reinsuring the vessel and cargo. 

It was learned that the ship had made 
a fine run down the Pacific coast and 
around the Horn, but when near the 
equator she had been caught in ono of 
the dreaded calms that prevail in that 
latitude. For three months she re- 
mained within n distance of half a mile 
from where sho first struck the calm, 
nnd during that timo there was not wind 
enough to fill even the lightest of her 
sails. Finally a small current, proba- 
bly made by a storm many miles away, 
appeared nnd served to send her slowly 
out of the locality, which threatened at 
one time to become n place of death for 
all on board. On this current the ship 
drifted for almost another month. Then 
a welcome wind carried her back into 
the paths of navigation. — Philadelphia 
Record. 


The Heroes In tlio Stokehold. 

One of the most sorrowful circum- 
stances connected with the loss of the 
Victoria is tho fact that fivo out of six 
engineer officers lost their lives. The 
reason is not far to seek. The engineers 
were at the post of duty, and tho post of 
duty was in this case the post of danger. 
Tho chief engineer and four of his staff 
were in the engine room endeavoring to 
shut off the steam and to open the escape 
valves. They died, but they will not be 
forgotten. 

Those who know what a watch in the 
dark, fiery well of the stokehold, 40 feet 
below the bridge, really means can alone 
appreciate tho qualities which enable 
men to remain steadfast at their post in 
such surroundings in the hour of danger. 
It requires a stout heart to stay at the 
j bottom of an iron well, with a dozen 
high pressure boiler3 before ono and a 
square patch of sky seen through a 
hatchway 40 feet above, when the order 
on deck is, “Close all the water tight 
doors." and “Call away all the boats." 
We must not forget tho engineers and 
stokers of t he Victoria. They have de- 
served well of England. — Pall Mall Ga- 
zette.

The next 
thing wo shnP bo told is that wo aro tho 
cause that dogs do bark and bite and 
that whatever may have been the mor- 
ality of Dr. Watts his naturnl history 
is no better than his poetry. The News, 
if it is so assured of tho demoralizing in- 
fluence it has exercised upon dogs, is 
welcome to blush for itself. We prefer 
to maintain that dogs sorrow under 
boredom for tho samo simple reason thnt 
they delight to bark and bite, “for ’tis 
their nature to.”

How to Ubu Charcoal In Fluco of Ice. 

For keeping large pieces of meat and 
poultry here is a simple device: Have a 
large barrel or hogshead half filled with 
charcoal. Put meat hooks in a strip of 
joist and place ucross the top of tho bar- 
rel. Havo a netting to spread over this. 
This barrel may bo kept in a cool place 
and pieces of meat bo hung on the hooks. 
Tho charcoal will keep the atmosphere 
dry and sweet, and the netting will be a 
protection against insects. Should there 
be danger from rats or mice uso wire 
netting. 

Fresh fish may be rubbed with salt, 
wrapped in paper aud buried in a bed of 
charcoal. Of course the churcoal in 
boxes and barrels should bo changed at 
least once a month. It can bo used for 
lighting fires or for broiling meats or 
fish. If, however, it it difficult to get a 
good supply of charcoal, tho old can be 
purified by putting it into the stove with 
a few lighted chips and allowing it to 
burn until redhot. At this stage open 
all the windows to let tlie gas pass off; 
then closo tho drafts of thestove, remove 
tlie covers and leave tho room. When 
tho charcoal becomes cold, it will be 
ready for uso again.* — Ladies’ Home 
Journal. 


Strange Kxperience of a Letter.

A Nottpolaonona Disinfectant. 

Science bus ltcott enriched by a med- 
Irnl discovery na important in tho domain 
of therapeutics ns chloroform, laudanum 
and quinine. The great theory of infec- 
tion by baccilus forms requires, in order 
to bo fruitful of benefit to mankind, tho 
discovery of a powerful germicide. In 
carbolic acid, in corrosive sublimate and 
in potassium permanganate scionco 1ms 
made long strides in tho direction of 
adequate nut iseptics nnd bacillicides, but 
these drugs all have their drawbacks. 
Now, however, Dr. Worrnll, a noted 
scientist, claims to havo found among 
the coal products a disinfecting body ap- 
parently superior to all previous ones. 

Ho has named it izal, and Dr. Klein, 
after a series of exhaustive laboratory 
experiments, is said to have found it ab- 
solutely destructive of tho spores of somo 
of the most iutractablo and malignant 
diseases. Unliko most powerful disin- 
fectants, it is nonpoisonous to human 
beings and may bo taken internally dilut- 
ed, while Dr. Klein’s experiments go to 
provo that, diluted with 200 parts water, 
izal absolutely destroys the vitality of 
tho microbes of diphtheria, scarlatina, 
glanders, erysipelas and cholera. — New 
York Telegram.

Asbestus is a mineral fiber of the horn- 
blendo variety. It derives its name 
from a Greek word which signifies “in- 
destructible by fire.” The ancients were 
familiar with its uses and the modes of 
obtaining it, yet strange to say always 
alluded to it as a vegetable production. 
It was used in all their funeral rites, but 
particularly where cremation was prac- 
ticed, tho corpse being wrapped in an 
asbestus cloth so as to keep the ashes of 
the dead person from mingling with 
those of the wood or other combustibles 
used in incineration of tho remains. Tho 
people of Egypt and many other coun- 
tries of tho ancients, especially tho royal 
and wealthy classes, made towels, nap- 
kins, tablecloths, etc., of asbestus and 
cleaned them by throwing them into the 
fire. — St. Louis Republic.
